Tabulation Prepared by the Federal Trade Commission Showed 
the News Print Paper Mill Stocks to Equal Only About 
Five Days’ Average Output—Book Paper Mill Stocks 
Equaled Slightly Less Than Eight Days’ Average Output 
—Paperboard Mill Stocks Equaled Slightly Less Than 
Six Days’ Average Output—Wrapping Stocks Equaled 
Less Than Ten Days’ Average Output.

Wasuincton, D. C., September 1, 1920.—The attached tabu- 
lation is a summary of production, shipments and stocks of paper 
mills in the United States for the month of July, 1920, prepared by 
the Federal Trade Commission. This summary is compared 
with the month of July, 1919, and the average production and 
stocks based upon the production and stocks for the years 1917, 
1918 and 1919. The mills have been classified for convenience 
into ten groups according to the grades of paper made. Some 
mills making several grades appear in more than one group 
which causes duplication in the body of the tonnage tables in 
the number of mills. 

The variation in the number of mills from one period to an- 
other is due in part to the fact that some mills do not run 
continuously on the same grade. 

The stocks of paper carried by different mills depend not only 
upon the conditions of the market but also upon the kind of 
paper made, the trade customs, etc.

Stocks of all grades except news print, bag and tissue in- 
creased during the month. Stocks of all grades reported by 
manufacturers at the end of July amounted to 172,568 tons, in- 
cluding the stocks at terminal and delivery points. In addition 
to these stocks, jobbers and publishers reported news print stocks 
and tonnage in transit aggregating 209,092 tons. 


Ratio of Stocks to Average Production 


Comparing the stocks on hand at the domestic mills on July 
31, with their average daily production based upon the combined 
production for years 1917, 1918 and 1919 the figures show that: 

News print paper mill stocks equal about 5 days’ average 
output. Book paper mill stocks equal slightly less than 8 days’ 
average output. Paperboard mill stocks equal slightly more than 
6 days’ average output. Wrapping paper mill stocks equal 
slightly less than 10 days’ average output. Bag paper mill stocks 
equal slightly more than 4 days’ average output. Fine paper 
mill stocks equal slightly more than 25 days’ average output. 
Tissue paper mill stocks equal slightly less than 12 days’ average 
output. Hanging paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 
5 days’ average output. Felts and building paper mill stocks 
equal slightly more than 13 days’ average output. Miscellaneous 
paper mill stocks equal slightly less than 20 days’ average out- 
put.

News print is the only grade of which the United States is 


‘a heavy importer. Practically all of this tonnage, the value of 


which amounted to $5,062,900, for June 1920, is imported from 
Canada. The value of the exports of news print in June 1920, 
amounted to $656,884 which is slightly less than 13 per cent of 
the news print imported. 

Book paper, wrapping paper, fine paper and news print were 
the principal grades exported, the combined valued amounting to 
$3,146,403 for June, 1920. 

The value of the total imports of all grades was about 4 per 
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cent more than for May 1920, and more than 40 per cent greater 
than for June 1919. The value of the total exports for June 1920, 
was $564,990 less than the value of the exports for June 1919, 
and $349,455 less than the value of the imports for June, 1920. 


Loss of Production 


The idle machine time reported to the Commission is shown by 
grades in the tabulation below. The reasons tabulated for lost 
time are lack of labor, lack of orders and repairs. “Other rea- 
sons” include lack of coal, lack of water power, etc. Lack of 
coal caused a loss of 2,697 hours.

American Envelope Manufacturers’ Association, with headquarters 
at 120 Broadway, New York. Previous to that time Mr. Magill 
was secretary and treasurer of the General Paper Goods Manufac- 
turing Company, Brooklyn, 





Mr. Thomson and his son, Peter G. Thomson, Jr., who has 
been associated with his father for many years, were in New 
York during the past week attending to certain details in con. 
nection with the mill, it is understood. No one at the Ham- 
ilton plant or at the Cincinnati home of the Thomsons could 
give any definite information concerning the project. Officials 
of the company did not care to discuss the matter in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Thomson and his son. 


As stated in the PAper TrApE JoURNAL some time ago, the 
company’s capital was increased to more than $6,000,000 to 
permit of improvements, the nature of which was not an- 
nounced. 


The Champion Fibre Company, which manufactures sul- 
phite fibre for the Hamilton mills and for the trade in gen- 
eral, has a large plant at Canton, N. C.,. which is not far dis- 
tant from Asheville. Some most substantial improvements 
have been completed at Canton recently. 


It is believed that the Champion Paper Company is consid- 
ering a much greater extension of its Miami Valley business 
and important improvements at the Hamilton mills may be 
expected from time to time.

CONTROLLED BY MID-WEST CO. 


The Present Operating Organization of the American Straw- 
board Co. Will Remain Intact Except for a Possible 
Change in the Directorate—Paper Is Growing Increasingly 
Scarce and Jobbers Are Beginning to Wonder How They 
Will Manage to Get Through the Winter Months if Con- 
ditions Do Not Improve Very Substantially—Chicago 
Paper Mill and Box Board Co. Sells Box Machinery.

Cuicaco, August 30, 1920.—The Mid-West Box Company has 
acquired the controlling interest in the American Straw Board 
Company. The Mid-West Company is said to have a capital stock 
of $1,500,000. It has mills at Anderson and Kokomo, Ind.; Cleve- 
land, Ohio; Fairmont, W. Va.; and Chicago. The purchase of 
the holdings of the estate of O. C. Barber, of Akron, Ohio, at 
70 against a market price of 50 gave them the controlling interest 
in The American Straw Board Company. This latter company 
is said to be the largest manufacturers of strawboard for corru- 
gating purposes in the country. The object is to protect its sup- 
ply of raw materials, to insure the expansion of the Mid-West 
Company, and an equitable distribution of straw for corrugating. 

$3,000,000 is said to be the capital stock of the American Straw 
Board Company. Of this $2,700,000 is outstanding with a 
$1,500,000 outstanding bond issue. Interested parties state that 
the American Strawboard Company properties may be conserva- 
tively valued at $5,000,000. This company has plants at Quincy 
and Wilmington, Ill, Noblesville, Ind., Circleville, Piqua and 
Tippecanoe City and Barbertown, Ohio. He also has plants in 
Winchester, Va., and Chestertown, Md. 


The two companies will be operated as separate units. The 
present operating organization of the American Strawboard Com- 
pany will remain intact, excepting a possible change in the direc- 
torate. The plan is that the new board shall include C. A. Palmer, 
vice-president and treasurer, C. D. Hawkins, general manager, 
and J. S. Smith, secretary, all of the American Strawboard Com- 
pany; W. H. Fairchild, president; J. P. Brunt, first vice-president ; 
E. R. Hankins, second vice-president; and K. I. Herman, secre- 
tary and general manager, all of the Mid-West Box Company. 

On the dates of September 2, 3 and 4, a meeting will be held 
at the clubhouse, Midwestwood, Grand Beach, Mich., the Mid- 
West Box Company official meeting and playground. Here the 
staffs of the two companies will confer on the future policies 
of the two companies, Paper is scarce. The jobbers continue 
to wonder how they will manage to get through the winter months 
if conditions do not improve very substantially and do so quickly. 
Paper is being bought so far ahead by the larger users that the 
paper salesman today is sometimes ill at ease when he finds a 
buyer entering his office with a list of wants. The jobbers simply 
haven’t the paper to sell. The mills are operating as fast as 
they possibly can under difficulties. The shortage of raw mate- 
rials and the coal shortage combined with a lack of expert labor 
holds back production. 

It has been rumored that the political parties are having trouble 
in acquiring paper to use in their campaigns. This fact is being 
made known through a number of the salesmen in the trade 
who seem to have all they can do to promise deliveries six months 
from now to their regular customers. They are not, from gen- 
eral appearances, very anxious to be assigned to the task of 
finding the paper which the campaigners need. In fact, they say 
that they cannot get out paper on short notice. It just can’t be 
done, 


When the writer asked a prominent member of the trade just 
what was the matter with the market, he was told: 

“The market to-day is not acting normal. This has been 
brought about by the paper buyers ordering far in advance of 
their actual needs. They are doing this evidently because a 
scare has been thrown into them that paper will be extraordinarily 
scarce shortly and they are making sure that they: will have all 
they need when the low tide arrives.” 


Success Due to Promptness 


“Conductors, motormen, and everybody in the neighborhood set 
their watches by William D. Hollis. Each morning when he 
arrives at 732 West Lake street it is exactly 7.35 o'clock,” says 
the Chicago Daily Tribune. Mr, Hollis hasn’t varied one minute 
in forty-one years. 

William D. Hollis is president of the firm of Hollis & Duncan, 
brokers in wrapping paper and paper bag manufacturers at 732 
West Lake street. Mr. Hollis celebrated his seventieth birthday 
last week. 

One of the things which Mr. Hollis attributed to the success 
of any man is promptness. He believes that promptness is prob- 
ably the most essential necessity in order to attain great heights 
in the business world, and this maxim has governed his life. 

His three sons,—Raymond D., Chalmers M. and Howard B.— 
are all associated with him in the firm on Lake street. 

Selling Box-Making Machinery 

The Chicago Paper Mill and Box Company are selling all of 
their box making machinery and equipment. They have been 
engaged in the manufacture of folding boxes, but will discontinue 
this line and give all of their attention to the making of paper- 
board. Right now they are turning out about forty tons daily, 
it is said. 

General News of the Trade 

P. F. Waggner, president of the Northern Paper Mills Com- 
pany, and Dick Crotteau are probably, while the writer tells about 
it, flying along some country road and allowing the other fellow 
to eat their dust. Both these men, well known to the trade, 
here and elsewhere, are touring by auto at the present time. 
They will tour the East, going through the White Mountains 
and touching eastern Canadian points of interest. 

The Chicago Mat Board Company, manufacturer of high-grade 
strawboard, and the Antonio Morici Company, which occupy the 
double five-story building and site at 662-666 Washington Boule- 
vard, have purchased the property of John G. Shedd, of Mar- 
shall Field & Co., for an indicated $225,000, each company pay- 
ing one-half.

NEW YORK 
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QUEBEC INCREASES TARIFF 
ON CROWN LAND TIMBER 


New Provisions Are Made Public in an Order in Council Just 
Issued—Hon. Honore Mercier, Minister of Lands and 
Forests, Explains Necessity for Restrictions upon the Ex- 
portation of Pulpwood Cut on Canadian Public Lands— 
Manouan Pulp & Paper Co. Is Organized to Exploit 
Pulpwood Limits on Upper Regions of the St. Maurice— 
Spanish River Mills Annual Meeting. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTREAL, Que., September, 1920.—The revised tariff on royal- 
ties to be paid to the Quebec Provincial Government for the 
cutting of timber on Crown lands have been embodied in an 
order-in-council which was made public today. The provision 
for this order-in-council gave the following details of the charges 
to be made: 

1. On all square lumber or flats; 

(a) White pine, oak, carya and walnut, 
foot. 

(b) Red pine, elm, ash, cedar, whitewood or linden, wild cherry, 
maple and tamarac, 12 cents per cubic foot. 

(c) Fir and North American fir, grey pine or cypress, spruce, 
birch, aspen and poplar, 10 cents per cubic foot. 

2. Sawed logs or bark and large timbers and rough, heavy 
timber : 

(a) White pine, oak, carya and walnut, $5 per 1,000 feet. 

(b) Red pine, elm, ash, whitewood or linden, wild cherry, 
maple and tamarac, $3.50 per 1,000 feet. 

(c) Fir, North American fir, grey pine or cypress, spruce, 
birch, aspen, poplar or cedar, $2.70 per 1,000 feet. 

3. Poles of more than 18 feet and not exceeding 10 inches in 
diameter at the thin end: 

(a) 30 feet or less in length, 75 cents each. 

(b) 30 to 40 feet, $1.50 each. 

(c) 40 to 50 feet, $3 each. 

(d) 50 feet or more, $6 each. 

4, Railway ties of not more than nine feet, 15 cents each. 

5. Other articles of value, 15 per cent ad valorem. 


Quebec’s Pulpwood Policy 


The Hon. Honore Mercier, Minister of Lands and Forests, 
in the Province of Quebec, in discussing the opinion expressed 
by the conference of paper manufacturers and forestry experts 
just held in New London, N. H., at which some criticism was 
expressed regarding the policy of Canada in governing the ex- 
port of pulpwood, said in an interview here :— 

“Everybody interested in the welfare of the Province under- 
stands the necessity for the Canadian restrictions upon the ex- 
portation of pulpwood cut on the public lands. These measures 
are amply justified and becoming more and more appreciated. 
I do not think it useful now to enter into a discussion of all that 
has been said against our policy here in Quebec, concerning pulp- 
wood. But we have had to adopt measures for the conservation 
of our natural resources and to provide for the future. 

“No doubt this policy commenced by Sir Lomer Gouin’s Govern- 
ment has given important results in creating a new and ve1y im- 
portant industry here. It is only fair after all that our Province 
should utilize its natural resources on its own territory. The 
Province is getting more and more out of its natzral resources. 
Mines that were giving very little revenue a few years ago are 
now producing a half a million dollars in revenue; furs which 
have never given any revenue to the Province commence to pro- 
vide money. As for the Crown lands, the increase in the revenue

for the past year shows over $500,000 increase over last year. 
I look forward with certainty to doubling the actual revenue 
of the Province from this source during the next year.” 

“Following the programme traced by the Hon. Mr. Taschereau, 
we have decided to send at least 4 forestry engineers over to 
Europe and to Norway and Sweden particularly to study and 
acquire whatever experience they can from those great forestry 
and lumbering centres. They will come back with information of 
the reforestation problems, where climatic conditions are about 
the same as here. Afterward, we will place them in the depart- 
ment here so that their researches may be of use to us. 

“Three aeroplanes will be placed at work at once on our woods 
for patrolling and exploring work. Hitherto, exploring has been 
a tremendous expense and a slow process. The Chegagamou ex- 
pedition in 1905 cost huge amounts of money. With the aero- 
plane, if it proves a success, I want to send an exploring expedi- 
tion in some of those 15-tons carrying aeroplanes to see what in 
detail we have in that tremendous new country, New Quebec, of 
which we only have a very superficial idea now.” 


The Manouan Company’s Undertaking 

Further particulars are to hand of the plans of the Manouan 
Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, which has been organized to 
exploit pulpwood limits on the upper regions of the St. Maurice 
river, above La Tuque. The company has secured control of the 
power known as Allard Falls and of two tracts of timber on the 
Manouan river, containing approximately 100,000 acres. 

The properties secured are well known to the pulp and paper 
trade in Canada, and are fortunately located in a district which 
has already provided some of the most successful pulp and paper 
undertakings in the country. Surveys that have been made of the 
limits secured by the company indicate that the supply should en- 
dure for a period of ever 60 years for the proposed 100-ton mill. 
They adjoin the properties owned by the Laurentide Company, 
the Belgo-Canadian Company and the Brown Corporation. The 
limits acquired have not been cut over. Mr. Charles E. Eaton, of 
Watertown, N. Y., a pulp and paper engineer of over thirty years’ 
experience, who has constructed some of the largest mills on the 
continent, has completed an extensive survey of the conditions 
and costs in connection with the proposed mill and operations of 
the Manouan Pulp and Paper, Limited. In his report, Mr. Eaton 
states that the wood can be delivered in the mill at $1.50 a cord 
less than at any of the competing mills on the St, Maurice river. 
This is due to the unusually short drive required, it being esti- 
mated that it will take less than two months, whereas such com- 
panies as the Laurentide, Belgo-Canadian Pulp, St. Maurice 
Lumber, and Wayagamack on the same river require from one 
to three years to deliver wood to their mills. 


Spanish River Company’s Annual Meeting 

The forthcoming annual meeting of the Spanish River Pulp and 
Paper Mills, to be held in Toronto, September 30 next, is being 
looked forward to with much interest in market circles here. It 
is understood that arrangements have been made to provide Mon- 
treal shareholders with, substantial representation on the board of 
directors to be elected at the meeting and several names promi- 
nent in financial and industrial circles here are mentioned in con- 
nection with this development. 

That the Spanish river enterprise will submit to its shareholders 
the best statement in its history within the next fortnight is 
taken for granted, although anything like definite figures in this 
respect are so far lacking. In well-informed circles, however, it 
is regarded as almost certain that the company will show earnings 
on the common stock equal to approximately 25 per cent ofter all 
allowances. In more conservative quarters, it is believed that the 
common shares will, either at the annual meeting, or preceding it, 
be placed on a 7 per cent dividend basis, or on an equality with 
the preferred issue.

In addition to the new equipment now in operation, the Spanish 
River company has three machines under course of construction, 
which will eventually increase the newsprint output by some 150 
tons per day. The cost of these machines, it is stated, will be 
borne out of the current year’s earnings. 

Much Lumber Booked for England 

Twenty-five million feet of lumber, in round figures, bought by 
British buyers during the past two weeks, is stored at various 
points along. the railway -lines in Nova Scotia, and cannot be 
shipped overseas owing to the great scarcity of bottoms. This 
lumber will shortly be gathered in Halifax and stored here until 
vessels can be secured to carry it to Britain. 

Considerable Extensions at Abitibi Plant 

Considerable extensions to the producing capacity of the Abitibi 
plant are now under way. In the steam plant six new Babcock 
and Wilcox boilers and ten of the latest type of Taylor under- 
feed stokers have just been installed, and it is stated that this will 
enable 77 per cent of the heat contained in the coal to be absorbed 
by the water in the boilers. In the sulphite department improve- 
ments are under way which will result in increasing the production 
from 130 -tons daily to 170 tons daily. This is altogether apart 
from the new construction program, and is brought about to im- 
prove the existing plant. The company is also installing four new 
drum barkers of the latest model. Work will be begun early this 
autumn and will be rushed to completion. This will double the 
present capacity of the drum barker plant, which means that 2,000 
to 4,000 cords of wood can be barked daily, according to how soft 
the bark is by lying in the river for any length of time. They will 
be put in immediately besides the present battery of barkers, 

Fraser Company’s Big Scheme 

A despatch from Fredericton, N. B., says that in preparation for 
proceeding with the construction of dams on the Tobique river 
and a pulp and paper manufacturing plant at Tobique Narrows, a 
few miles from the town and over in Victoria County, the Fraser 
Companies, Limited, who now operate several pulp mills and 
about a dozen lumber plants in New Brunswick and Quebec, are 
said to be obtaining options now on properties which will be re- 
quired in carrying out their immense new project. 

Hon. J. F. Tweedale, who has just returned from Victoria 
County, said it was generally believed along the Tobique that the 
Fraser interests were about ready to start work under the charter 
they obtained from the Provincial Legislature last spring for a 
$10,000,000 development scheme. Representatives of the Fraser 
Companies when asked recently as to reports that they were com- 
mencing work on the Tobique, declared there were no new de- 
velopments, but it was hardly likely they would make any an- 
nouncements until they had completed securing the properties re- 
quired. 

Canadian Paper Securities in London 

What constitutes the first offering of Canadian pulp and paper 
issues in London since the war, is the issue of £800,000, 7%4 per 
cent guaranteed Fifteen Year First Mortgage Debenture Stock, at 
98, of the Imperial Paper Mills, Limited, which recently secured 
control of the Gulf Pulp and Paper Company in Quebec Province, 
together with timber. limits to the extent of 625,000 acres. The 
Gulf Pulp Mills at present produce an output of approximately 
25,000 tons of pulp per annum. The mills of the Imperial Paper 
Mills, Limited, are situated at Gravesend, England. They have a 
capacity of approximately 1,500 tons per week, and extensions are 
in progress to bring the output to 1,800 tons per week. 

With the acquisition of the Gulf Pulp property the supply of 
pulp thus secured will safeguard the supply of that commodity re- 
quisite in the manufacturing operations of the company, and a 
large saving in costs will result. The present issue is made to 





provide the funds necessary to increase the supply of paper for 
the purpose already referred to, and will enable the company to 
acquire further timber limits, and provide additional working 
capital in the business. 


Paper Cutting Machine Patented 
The firm of J. Heinrich Spoerl, Dusseldorf, has obtained a 
patent on a paper cutting machine, That is, the patent is on a 
moistening appliance, particularly on self-regulating rollers. 
Attached to levers a (only one being visible) are containers of 
water marked b. The containers are movable. Above the con- 
tainers there are rollers c and d. Roller d “dives” into the water, 





while c moistens the paper. Containers b and rollers c and d are 
moving forward or backward in conjunction with levers a. In 
order to regulate the amount of moisture to be absorbed by roller 
c the distance between c and d may be changed. To make this 
changing possible c is resting on separate levers, marked e, which 
turn at f. Lifting of the roller is brought about by turning screw 
g, which pushes against a base supported by levers a. When 
roller c is forced down into close contact with roller d, the former 
will absorb little water. When the distance between the two 
rollers is enlarged the upper will absorb so much more water 
from the lower roller, and the paper will be moistened so much 
more. 

In order to further regulate the amount-of moisture to be 
applied, container b, mounted on lever a, may be moved up or 
down, whereby the degree to which roller d “dives” into the water, 
is regulated. Lifting and lowering of the container is accomplished 
by “excenters” +, resting on axle w, connected with lever a. The 
“excenters” +, when turned by hand lever h, will lift pin s, which 
in turn will lift the container, or lower it, as desired. An indicator, 
marked z, shows upon a scale, marked y, the degree to which 
roller d is submerged in container b.

AppLeton, Wis., August 31, 1920.—Another week will see the 
completion of the large addition to the plant of the Fort Howard 
Paper company at Green Bay. Construction was started in the 
middle of June, and at that time it was believed the building 
would not be ready for occupancy until late in September, bu 
through a fortunate combination of circumstances the work will 
be finished two weeks ahead of schedule. 

The company’s finishing department, offices and storerooms will 
be in the new building. The finishing room is now in the main 
building and is occupying considerable space required by the ma- 
chine room. 

Finishing room machinery will be located on the second floor 
and seventeen chutes have been constructed to carry the wrapped 
rolls to the shipping room on the first floor. 

The Fort Howard Paper Company has been in existence only 
a few months, but has experienced a most remarkable growth. 
Its latest building is 90 feet-long by 36 feet wide and stands as 
the head of a “T” of which the main building is the leg. 


* Appleton Machine Co. to Reorganize 

The Appleton Machine Company, which has made a specialty 
of papermill machinery for many years, is preparing to reor- 
ganize, increase its capital stock and erect a factory which will 
increase its production many fold. The company has acquired 
considerable property in the last few monthes and is now working 
on plans for the new structure. 

The old plant will be converted into a power plant. The com- 
pany has excellent water power, of which it has been developing 
but a small portion, but enough for its needs. The plant when 
completed will be the largest of its kind in Wisconsin, outside 
of Milwaukee. 

The Appleton Machine Company’s product consists largely of 
centrifugal pumps, Jordan engines, wood splitters, wet machines, 
screening grinders and screens, chippers, screens and friction 
wood sawing machines. The Giant Splitter, on which the company 
owns patents, is one of the most popular machines of its kind 
on the market. 

Rapid Progress on Peshtigo Sulphite Mill 

Engineers have expressed surprise at the rapid progress that is 
being made on the new sulphite mill constructed for the Peshtigo 
Fibre Company. The concrete walls are about half completed, 
and it is expected the structure will be under roof within a few 
weeks. Officials are now confident that operations will be started 
by the first of next year. All the equipment has been ordered, 
and deliveries have been promised as soon as the building is ready 
to receive it. 

New Power Development 

Construction work has started on an immense new power de- 
velopment on the Pine River by the Peninsula Power Company of 
Michigan, which recently closed a contract to provide several 
thousand horsepower to the Kimberly-Clark. Company paper mills 
at Niagara, Wis. The new plant will develop about 6,000 hor'se- 
power. Two 2,000 kilowat generators are contemplated in the 
initial installation. 
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A dam 250 feet long and 30 feet high is to be started at once. 
The dam and the natural fall will provide a head of approximately 
92 feet. Plans for the plant were prepared by D. W. Mead, of 
Madison, an engineer of wide experience, who is an officer of 
the new company. 


Peshtigo Paper Co. Increasing Production 
Production of the Peshtigo Pulp and Paper Company’s plant 
is being slowly increased as the new machinery is “worked in.” 
The company is now exceeding twelve tons of light weight paper 
a day. Enough pulp to meet all requirements for several months 
is stored in the yards. 


Building Homes for Papermakers 

The Wisconsin River Paper Company has awarded contracts for 
the construction of 28 houses in the town of Plover, where its 
mill is located. Lumber and other material will be purchased 
in large lots and as much uniformity as possible, without making 
the houses look alike, will be adopted. The company has already 
built 12 homes for its employes. A majority of the mill workers 
now live in Stevens Point, where the house shortage is most 
acute. 

Kimberly-Clark Efficient Fire System 

Fire companies, of eight mills of the Kimberly-Clark Company 
and the Neenah Paper Company of Neenah, Appleton, Kimberly 
and Niagara will meet Labor Day morning in an efficiency contest. 
Prizes will be awarded to the best company and to individuals 
who show most proficiency in fire fighting. 

The Kimberly-Clark Company’s fire protection system is said 
to be the most complete of any industrial organization in the 
Middle West. Each mill has a company of from five to eight 
men and a chief. Drills were held originally every week, but 
after the men became more proficient the rehearsals were held 
every two weeks, and now they are held monthly. Each mill is 
equipped with fire-fighting apparatus. Hose lines can be attached 
to hydrants which are located every few feet on the company 
property. Three-story buildings are equipped with permanent 
outside ladders, with landings at each floor, so that workmen can 
get outside and firemen can get into the building in case fire shuts 
off the inside exits. 


Gas Masks in Sulphite Mills 

Gas masks of a nose-breathing type are being used in the 
digester house of the Forest Products laboratory of the University 
of Wisconsin, which is recommending their use in all sulphate 
plants. The masks are equipped with canisters containing chem- 
icals which give protection againset sulphur dioxide for long 
periods and are said to pay for themselves in a short time in time 
saved. 

The masks are also of great assistance in bleach rooms, where 
they should be worn ,continuously during the mixing of the 
bleach liquid, according to the laboratory. It contends that, aside 
from the monetary considerations, the increased comfort and 
safety of workmen js sufficient argument in favor of the addition 
of gas masks as regular equipment of all mills. 


Loss Through Decay in Pulpwood 

Experiments carried on by the Forest Products Laboratory at 
Madison, Wis., have shown that pulpwood which yielded over 
3% tons of paper per digester when used green, yielded only three 
tons after a year’s storage, bears out the contention that a large 
loss is caused by decay in pulpwood through long storage. 

Wood which had been stored from two to three years yielded 
ofly 2%4 tons per digester. These losses in production, amounting 
in some instances to 25 per cent. occurred without any com- 
pensating reduction in operating expense. Hence the monetary 
loss was fully equal to what the lost product would have sold for 
f. o. b. mill, Such losses can be largely reduced by operating

the wood yard so that the wood is used as nearly in rotation as 
possible, without allowing any of it to remain in storage as 
long as one year, laboratory chemists said. 

Sulphur Pitch to Decrease Fuel Cost 

Sulphur pitch in the waste liquor given off by sulphite mills 
will be utilized to bring down the high cost of fuel, if plans of 
the newly organized: Appleton Peat Products Company are car- 
ried out. S. W. Murphy, general manager of the Riverside 
Fibre and Paper Company, is president of the new concern, and 
he is now making arrangements to save the waste liquor. 

Experiments have shown that the liquor contains about 600 
B. T. U., and it can be mixed with ground peat with excellent 
results. The liquid serves to bind the peat and the sulphur pitch 
greatly increases its heat value and makes the product burn more 
readily. The company is to start work at once on an immense 
mill, which will be located in a 400-acre peat bog near Appleton. 
About 4,000 tons of peat can be mined from every acre of the 
tract.

Canada’s Forest Resources 

The absence of reliable information in the past has given rise to 
ludicrously inaccurate and extravagant estimates of our forest re- 
sources, says a writer in Conservation, issued by the Commission 
of Conservation at Ottawa, Canada. For years it was the regular 
pastime of a certain class of orators to dwell on the boundless 
resources of Canada in forest wealth. We have had a long, uphill 
fight to combat the evil effects of such misleading statements and, 
in some quarters, it has been a decidedly unpopular fight. We are 
still far from possessing anything like satisfactory knowledge of 
our timber supplies, but we have made and are making steady 
progress. 

The Conservation Commission has completed and published the 
results of its studies of British Columbia forest resources. We 
know, beyond any doubt, that the Pacific province has tremendous 
resources of timber and that exploitation can be vastly increased 
without any fear of encroaching upon capital stock, provided that 
loss from fire and other destructive agencies can be checked. The 
Commission have made similar studies in Saskatchewan. 

Within a few years we should have a working knowledge, suffi- 
cient for all practical purposes, of the forest resources of the entire 
Dominion. Until that stage is reached, the work of national stock- 
taking will continue to be a first claim upon those who are engaged 
in the promotion of forest conservation, and particularly upon the 
Commission of Conservation, by whom it was inaugurated. We 
have no reason to feel particularly proud of our progress in this 
connection, but we have shown the way in this matter to the 
United States, where they have only recently realized the necessity 
for a nation-wide survey of their timber possessions. 
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Not only do they screen more stock but 
they do it better, for less money, and at a 
minimum of operators’ time and labor.

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HIGHER PRICES IN CANADA 
BECAUSE OF FREIGHT RATES 


Advances in the United States Expected to Be Followed by 
Advances of a Like Nature in Canada, and These Ad- 
vances, It Is Expected, Will Be Followed by Higher 
Prices for Paper and Pulp—Ground Wood Continues 
Extremely Scarce and Sells at Unusually High Rates— 
News Print Also Continues Scarce and Dear—Paper 
Stock of Most Sorts Scarce. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Toronto, Ont., August 30, 1920.—One of the principal topics of 
conversation during the past week has been what effect the in- 
crease in freight rates will have upon the future prices of pulp 
and paper. The advances on the United States roads have al- 
ready gone into effect, and it is believed that the same increase 
will take place on Canadian lines in the near future. There 
is a corresponding sympathy between conditions in Canada and 
the United States, particularly in railway circles, and what move 
is made by the American companies is sooner or later followed 
by Canadian concerns. Some wholesalers are already basing their 
quotations on the freight rate increase, and this means that 
consumers will have to pay the added cost. 


Ground Wood Extremely Scarce 


Ground wood is still very scarce and it is almost impossible to 
obtain even a few tons. The same stringency exists in regard to 
sulphite pulp. News print is still a luxury with many and, while 
the mills are taking care of all the requirements of the news- 
papers, jobbers are unable to obtain any stock except a few 
reams of flat news, which is commanding 14 cents a pound. Some 
of the mills are having difficulty in getting coal, and from $18 
to $20 a ton is being paid. The high cost of pulp, coal, freight and 
other overhead expenses will, it is stated, cause further advances 
to be made in a number of the cheaper lines of paper during 
the next few days. It is said that the cheaper bond will be ad- 
vanced. 

There is a great scarcity of book papers of all kinds, and the 
mills cannot guarantee delivery before the end of the year. They 
are being handicapped by the scarcity of raw materials. There 
is not a wholesale house which has any stocks available for tran- 
sient trade, and even old-time customers are being looked after 
only in a partial way. There is a shortage of blotting papers, 
coated papers and other allied lines. 

As far as the future is concerned, no one cares to speak with 
authority. While there is a feeling of optimism prevailing, most 
concerns are a little apprehensive about taking on heavy obliga- 
tions or placing large orders. The indications are that prices 
will still advance, and just when the culmination will be reached 
it is difficult to foretell. As long as there is a shortage in sup- 
plies and consumers are willing to pay the abnormal quotations, 
there is no doubt the tendency of the market will be upward. 
Should business slacken, there is every indication that some of 
the fancy prices, which have been asked for bonds, ledgers and 
high-grade writings, would take an immediate tumble, although no 
one expects that they will drop to anything like pre-war quotations. 


Shortage of Rags 
There is a great shortage in the new cotton cuttings, owing to 
the white-wear manufacturers being inactive at the present time. 
There is only a moderate requisition for roofing rags, thirds and 
blues and bagging. Mixed papers are in good demand, with many 
inquiries from the mills, and the scarcity of mechanical pulp has 
resulted in some plants turning to mixed papers as a substitute. 


It is believed that unless there is a decided increase in the pulp 
production, both chemical and ground wood, that an abnormal call 
will set in for all grades of waste paper, which are likely to reach 
a higher figure than has been paid for many months. Hard and 
soft shavings have advanced slightly and the market in this line 
has been fairly active. 


British Columbia as Pulp Centre 

H. R. MacMillan, of the MacMillan Export Company, Van- 
couver, B. C., was in Toronto recently and reports the Coast 
province is making great strides in the pulp and paper line and that 
many new companies are in process of formation. Several val- 
uable timber lands have of late changed hands at a good figure, 
the buyers being mostly American interests. The only drawback 
to the actual starting of construction by several new concerns 
in the pulp arena has been inability to secure equipment within 
a reasonable time. All the pulp mills on the Coast are rushed to 
capacity and a big trade is being developed with the Orient. 
Local plants are like those in Eastern Canada, away behind in 
deliveries and running to the utmost capacity, while a number are 
installing additional equipment. 


Activities of Toronto Companies 

The annual meeting of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper 
Company, Limited, will be held at he head office in Toronto, on 
September 30 next. There will be mailed to the shareholders 
in a few days the annual statement, and it is expected to show 
in the fiscal year ended June 30 an increase of close to 47,000 
tons of newsprint as well as an augmented production in other 
lines. 

The Toronto Paper Manufacturing Company, whose plant is at 
Cornwall, is making improvements in the way of installing 16 
10-plate flat screens made by the Waterous Company of Brant- 
ford. 

According to the information made available this week the 
profits of the Provincial Paper Mills, Limited, for the year ended 
June 30 was $643,807, as compared with $335,128 for the same 
period of the previous year. The profits mentioned do not allow 
for depreciation or war taxes. The stock was recently placed upon 
the market, but is closely held. Recent advances indicate that 
there is a very limited amount available. 


Budget of Briefs and Personals 

The Fort Frances Pulp and Paper Company, Fort Frances, 
Ont., at the head of which is E. W. Backus, has taken out supple- 
mentary letters patent increasing the capital stock from $50,000 
to $3,000,000 of 29,500 new shares of $100 each. 

Word has been received in Toronto that the Dominion Pulp 
Company, Limited, of Chatham, N. B., a concern incorporated 
under the laws of the United Kingdom, has gone into liquidation. 
Insufficient capital is said to have been the principal cause of the 
liquidation. The company did business in Chatham, manufac- 
turing unbleached sulphite. It is not known what disposition will 
be made of the plant of the company. 

A school of woodcraft is being conducted at Canoe Lake, Algon- 
quin Park, where many boys have gathered from all parts of 
Canada under the auspices of the National Boys’ Work Board. 
Prominent workers from Toronto and other cities are giving the 
lads instruction, among them being Rev. S. T. Bartlett, of the 
department of art photography of the Methodist Book and 
Publishing House. 

J. G. Gibson, secretary of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper 
Mills, Limited, Toronto, announces that the interest coupons of 
the 6 per cent serial mortgage lien notes of the company, matur- 
ing on September 1, 1920, will be paid at once, and also the interest 
coupons of'the 6 per cent Aarst mortgage 30-year gold bonds of the 
Lake Superior’ Paper Company, Limited, which mature on the 
same date.

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KALAMAZOO PAPER STOCKS 
SHOW UNUSUAL STRENGTH 


This Is Reported to Be Due Entirely to the Widespread Knowl- 
edge of the Splendid Business Enjoyed in the Industry— 
Every One of the Paper Mills in the Kalamazoo Valley 
District Is Greatly Crowded with Orders—-What Some of 
the Mill Company Stocks Are Selling at—Board Mills 
Are Enjoying Unusually Prosperous Times—Prices Paid 
for Some Board Mill Stocks. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., August 30, 1920—One of the features of 
the local market is the unusual and maintained strength shown 
hy paper stocks and securities. Other stocks may rise and fall, 
have periods of inflation and depression, but paper stocks are 
showing a steady upward trend. 

This is due entirely to the widespread knowledge of the splendid 
business enjoyed in this industry. Every one of the concerns in 
the Kalamazoo valley district are crowded to the guards with 
orders. In fact, so much business has been offered them in the 
past twelve months that they are in a position to be very dictatorial 
if they so determined. Sales departments of the various mills 
state they first seek to care for the interests of their regular cus- 
tomers, that clientele that has been with them for years. Then 
other orders are handled according to the equipment and capacity 
of the plants involved. 


What Some of the Stock Is Selling for 

Eddy Paper Company is looked on as one of the best buys in the 
valley today. The new stock with a par value of $10, is on the 
market at $7.50. It was originally the increase of the old stock 
of four shares for one. The former price being $30 a share. This 
stock is on a 3 per cent basis and is expected to advance in price 
quite rapidly. 

Bryant is very active and ranges in price from 22% to 22%. 
This concern is on a 1 per cent monthly dividend basis, but has 
been paying an extra dividend for several months, with the 
probability the extras will be continued. 

There is a demand for Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment at 
$20 a share, with little offered for sale. Three years ago this 
stock sold at 10 to 12 freely. A quarterly dividend of 3 per cent 
is being paid and it is quite freely rumored that an extra is in 
sight. 

King Paper is quoted at 20% to 21% and is earning 3 per cent 
quarterly and extras are quite common. Rex at 18% to 20% is 
also a good buy, as this mill is paying 3 per cent quarterly and 
an extra now and then. 

Offers of 15% for Monarch Paper, 14% for Sutherland and 
15%4 for Hawthorne Paper are now in force. Sutherland can be 
bought at 15%4 and Hawthorne at 16%. Sutherland stock is paying 
1 per cent monthly, the other two 2 per cent quarterly. 

The new mill of the Glendale Pulp and Paper Company is 
just in operation and stock in that concern has advanced from 
$10 to $13 a share in the past three months. 

Bardeen Paper, Otsego, is in demand at 15% and Michigan 
Paper, Plainwell, at 17, but little can be picked up. The former 
is paying 1% quarterly and extras and the latter 2% per cent 
quarterly also with extras. 

The Watervliet Paper Company, Wateryliet, is commonly looked 
on as a gold mine and the stock is being held against all efforts 
to purchase. While no statement has ever been made by the 
officers or directors, certain stockholders have admitted that the 
earnings for the year have been remarkable. It operates but 


one machine and a coating plant, but has been able to corner 
some very desirable orders for its capacity. 

Kalamazoo Paper stands at 32 bid, with none offered. This is 
one of those concerns styled a close corporation and little is known 
of what occurs within the inner circles. It is very seldom that 
any of the stock is offered for sale. 


. Board Mills Enjoy Prosperous Business 


Board mills are keeping pace with the others in the enjoyment of 
a bumper business. Offers of 28% for MacSimBar are going 
unanswered. Some Western Board and Paper stock was offered 
at 30% this week. The concern is now paying 2 per cent a month, 
while MacSimBar is on a like basis, with extras very common. 

Northern Michigan Pulp, with offices in this city, is on a l 
per cent monthly basis and selling at $135 a share. 

The Kalamazoo paper industry is already feeling the effects 
of increased freight rates. Paper stock dealers report the mar- 
ket as a trifle weak. Prices are off, but a recovery is looked for 
in the immediate future, as there is a never-ceasing demand for 
raw stock of all kinds, 


Big Consumers of Coal 


Hundreds of thousands of tons of coal are consumed annually 
by the mills of the valley. The advance in freight on this com- 
modity is alone a big item. The rate on Hocking has jumped 
from $1.60 to $2.85, while the freight on West Virginia had ad- 
vanced from $1.85 to $3.45. 

There is a proportionate increase in all other raw stock com- 
modities as well as on the manufactured paper. Combined this 
will mean over a $1,000,000 increase in freight bills at this point 
alone. 


News of the Holyoke Trade

Horyoxe, August 30, 1920.—The American Writing Paper 
Company has leased the upper floors of the St. Jerome Tem- 
perance Hall on Maple street, the lease being signed in behalf 
of the company last week. Adam Wilkinson, labor representa- 
tive of the company, had charge of the negotiations. The com- 
pany will use the space for an athletic center. The social 
rooms at the Hamilton Hotel are unfitted for basketball, which 
promises to be the leading sport this winter. 

L. B. Springsteen, for the past four years foreman of the 
printing department of the Strathmore Paper Company, has 
resigned his position to take charge of all the printing work 
of the American Writing Paper Company. He will take up 
his new work on September 1. 

Foster Harding, who has been connected with a local cloth- 
ing store for 15 years, has resigned his position to take the 
position of salesman for the Connecticut Valley Paper Com- 
pany, whose offices are located in the Rackliffe building in this 
city. 

The Perfect Safety Paper Company bought last Thursday 
the tract of land next to its plant owned by the Springfield 
Breweries Company, 60x 125 feet, giving 7,500 feet of space 
for possible future extension. J. B. Weis, President of the 
company, announced after the sale that the company had no 
immediate intention of building but bought the land in case 
of necessity for enlargement of the plant. The company has 
been doing a prosperous business since it came to Holyoke.

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PAPER HEADS LIST IN REPORT 
OF THE PHILADELPHIA BANK 


Diagnosis of Conditions Confirms the Report Regarding Paper 
Market Conditions Printed in the Paper Trade Journal— 
Freight Situation Is Somewhat Improved and Trade Is 
Disposed to Believe That the Worst Is Over—Prices for 
Paper Continue to Show an Upward Trend—E. E. 
Garrett to Start Old Forest Mill on Ridley Creek Near 
Williston Inn—Other Philadelphia News. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

PHILADELPHIA, September 1, 1920.—Of conditions in seventeen 
lines of mercantile activity brought within the survey of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank for the Philadelphia territory, the results 
of which have just been published in diagrammatic form, paper 
stands forth as the most satisfactory from all point of view. In 
but three lines, coal and tobacco in addition to paper, is the de- 
mand characterized as “very good” and in but these three are the 
price tendencies designated as “higher.” Furthermore the trio 
only falls in the category of “good collections.” In the classifica- 
tion under “ability to supply demand,” the iron and steel industry 
is added to the list of those “unable” to meet the market require- 
ments. In the group of those industries where the outlook for 
the balance of the year is described as “good” are paper, rubber, 
tobacco and meats. 

The Federal Reserve’s diagnosis of conditions locally confirms 
in all respects that set forth from week to week in these columns; 
and in the closing days of the month. there was experienced a 
continuation of the same trade circumstances which marked the 
earlier days. Ability to supply stock still is the only limitation to 
the amount of business which can be done; prices still remain a 
merely incidental consideration, with grumbling over the sud- 
denness of advances rather than over the increases demanded. 
The ultimate consumer who bears the burden is not half so vexed, 
however, over steadily advancing costs as is the printer and 
publisher, who cannot give an estimate until he first calls up the 
paper distributor to ascertain whether stock is on the shelves and 
what the day’s quotation on it is. 


Transportation Situation 

Though the freight situation showed very little improvement 
in the early days of the week, some gain was experienced before 
the close. But there is general confidence that the worst now is 
over. 

Water transportation still is being resorted to where a gain 
can be effected. But the field would seem to be limited. One 
of the larger wrapping paper houses complains—and it proposes 
to bring the matter to the attention of interstate commerce author- 
ities, if that be possible—that a shipping corporation running its 
boats between this port and Baltimore has abolished all distinc- 
tion between first, second and third class freight, grouping them 
all as one and imposing a 50-cent charge. The old railroad rate 
to Baltimore was but 28 cents, and the new is 38 cents. Until 
the bill was presented the firm in question had been under the 
impression that the water route would be the cheaper. In some 
instances the parcel post is being resorted to, but of course the 
field is much restricted. 


Prices Still Tend Upward 
Though there was a bit of resp‘te during the week in the on- 
ward march of prices, the exception was in card middles, largely 
used here by the small box industries. Middles advanced during 
the week 1 cent a pound, selling now for 17 cents in rolls and 
17% cents in sheets. Time was in the recollection of even young 
paper salesmen when middles sold for 2% cents a pound. Present 


prices show an increase of 700 per cent in the last half decade. 
During the week those brands of fine wrappings, manilas and 
fibres not previously advanced, went up a cent a pound. 

Improvements in freights has lifted the menace of shut-down 
from lack of fuel which was hovering over the local mills until 
very recently. But to keep the fires fed, spot coal frequently had 
to be purchased. One of the largest mills is reported to be pay- 
ing as high as $14.35 net for anthracite. Paper manufacturers 
certainly have their side to the story of higher prices. 

Paper Stock Business Active 

In the paper stock business activity continues for nearly all 
grades. Such stock as can be used as a substitute for wood pulp 
advanced in price during the week; all other grades held firm in 
price, although rather sluggish demand was reported locally for 
heavy book stock, and some of the dealers are storing this away. 
They can give as the only explanation that the local mills are 
stocked up for the present, and while attractive offers have been 
made by out-of-town mills, delivery conditions are so heaped up 
with obstacles that the stock men prefer to wait rather than at- 
tempt to surmount them at this time. 


E. E. Garrett to Start Forest Mill 

Opportunities in the paper market are so attractive, however, 
at this time that Elmer E. Garrett, long associated personally and 
through antecedents with the industry, is about to embark on a 
new venture—the rehabilitation of the old Cullen or Forest mill 
on Ridley Creek, near Willistown Inn, Chester Valley. To some 
the old mill is better known as the Cheyney. Mr. Garrett has 
taken a two-year lease on the property and is installing a water 
wheel with which to generate power for the operation of the mill, 
A trolley freight line is adjacent, but there are not good facilities 
for hauling coal. The waters of the creek are said to be excep- 
tionally good and pure at the mill location, the creek being largely 
spring fed, and Mr, Garrett proposes to make experiments look- 
ing to the production of such grades of paper best adapted to 
the conditions at the mill. He expects to develop a hundred 
horse power from the creek. The property, idle for several years, 
contains three 400-pound beaters and a 14-inch cylinder trimming 
36 inches. It formerly operated on sheathing carpet lining, cor- 
rugated deadening felts and building papers, with a three-ton 
capacity every twenty-four hours. The mill originally was con- 
structed by the Duckett family, but in later years and until it 
closed down in 1917 was run by Lewis C. Cullen afid F. M. 
Rudolph. Mr. Cullen proposes now to take a long cherished trip 
to New Zealand to visit his brother. Mr. Rudolph is now super- 
intendent of the mill at Thorndale lately taken over by the Penn 
Paper Company. E. E. Garrett is the grandson of William Gar- 
rett, who in 1839 established the Willistown Mill, which was 
run until 1913. He was engaged for some time in the printing 
business here and latterly was with Henry Lindenmeyr & Sons, 
New York, and then in the Elmer E. Garrett Company, Lans- 
downe, Pa. 

Visit Holyoke Paper Mills 

A 356-mile auto trip all in one day, home returning from a visit 
to Holyoke and nearby paper mills, was the accomplishment during 
the week of President Norbert A. Considine of the Paper House 
of Pennsylvania. Mr. Considine had as his guest C, F. Pabst 
and T. A. Convery of the Paper House sales force. They visited 
the mills of the American Writing Paper Company, the Chemical 
Paper Company and the Crocker-McElwain Company leisurely, 
and then on a certain morning, the visit over, set out at 6 o’clock 
from Holyoke, speeded northwards to North Adams, then veered 
over to Newburgh, crossing the Hudson there and tearing through 
Newark on to Philadelphila, which they reached at midnight— 
356 miles in a little over 18 hours elapsed time and considerably 
less actual traveling time. 

The Paper House this week took over from the Mathias-Free-

Company Entertains More Than 300 Guests at Its Excello 
and Franklin Plants—Hager Board & Paper Co. Fined 
$500 for Polluting Waters of the Little Miami River— 
Paper Mill Concerns Taking Great Interest in Baseball— 
Mead Pulp & Paper Co. Places on the Market $600,000 
of 7 Per Cent Preferred Stock and $200,000 Common— 
Champion Fibre Co. Sued for $227,500 Damage.

Dayton, Ohio, August 30, 1920.—More than 300 printers, litho- 
graphers and dealers were entertained by the American Writing 
Paper Company last Thursday at Excello and Franklin, where 
the Miami Valley mills of the company are located. 

Dayton and Cincinnati printers and members of the Typothetz 
of the two cities were taken to Middletown on a special train, and 
from that place were conveyed in motor buses to Excello, where 
is located the first paper mill constructed west of the Alleghenies, 

Excello was the location selected by the builder of the first 
writing paper plant in what then was considered the Far West. 
The Hardings followed with the construction of the Harding 
writing mill at Franklin, where the plant still stands, and likewise 
is owned by the American Writing Paper Company, with central 
headquarters at Holyoke, Mass. 

The American Writing Paper Company is conducting a cam- 
paign of education in the public press of the country, as well as 
in giving a practical demonstration of the company’s operations 
at the mills located in various sections of the country, and the 
Miami Valley entertainment is understood to have been one of 
the features of this campaign. 

The company has hundreds of customers in this part of the 
country, and it was considered a good stroke of policy to show 
them exactly how their orders for writings and bonds are filled. 
Included in the number, of course, were many prospective cus- 
tomers. 

After leaving Excello the visitors were conveyed to Franklin, 
where the Harding branch is located, and this mill, one of the 
most complete in the country and one with a reputation that ex- 
tends from coast to coast, was inspected and the various opera- 
tions of paper making were viewed with interest. 

Besides Manager T. A. Jones, the representatives of the com- 
pany who assisted in entertaining the visitors were Carl L. 
Lincoln, general sales manager; George Hintzman and D, R. 
Ridfusz, of the Holyoke headquarters staff, and J. M. Thomsen, 
of the Methodist Book Concern of Cincinnati, who addressed the 
members of the Typothete. 

A chicken dinner was served on the lawn in front of the 
Franklin mill. This proved a decided novelty to the jobbers from 
the larger cities. The weather was ideal and the occasion was 
one of “great rejoicing,” as one of the speakers put it. The 
post-prandial ability of some of the tradesmen proved surprising. 
An appropriate expression of appreciation was voiced by one 
of the jobbers who had been delegated to respond for the visitors. 


Mill Fined for Polluting Stream 

On account of the poisoning of thousands of fish in the Little 
Miami River’from a point near Bellbrook to the Ohio river, it 
is probable that considerable new equipments will have to be 
installed in those paper mills for which refuse is permitted to run 
into streams. 

Last week the Hager Board and Paper Company of Cedarville 
was fined $500"and costs for the killing of one fish. It may well 
be imaginedwhat penalties might have been inflicted had there 
been more than one affidavit. 


It is said that the pollution of the waters of the Little Miami 
was catised when the refuse from the mill held in large reservoirs 
was let out during the high water and carried down stream. The 
pollution was carried away from the immediate vicinity, but 
fish in the river were killed at distant points, and dead members 
of the finny tribe were scattered along the banks for miles. 
The state had gone to an expense of thousands of dollars in 
stocking the streams. To replace the fish would cost $100,000, 
it is stated, while six years would be required to put the streams 
in the condition desired by the fish and game authorities. 

The charges against the paper and board company were filed 
by Deputy Game Warden Karl Keller, and the fine was paid by 
George Little and Albert Hager, officials. The company prom- 
ised the deputy that it would install a system of purifying the 
water. Under this plan the pure water will be carried off and 
the refuse will be used for fertilizer. 

Trouble from this source has been caused in the past, but the 
destruction this time was so widespread that immediate action 
on the part of the company was demanded. Deputy Keller as- 
serted that under the law a fine of $500 is the largest that can 
be imposed, though a separate fine for each fish killed could be 
placed against the company, 

The refuse is said to have clogged the mill at Waynesville, 
putting it out of commission, and impaired the water system at 
Kil Kare Park, near Xenia, dead fish having clogged the ma- 
chinery of the water station. 


. Interest in Baseball 

At the invitation of Alfred A. Srere, of Srere Bros. & Co., 
Franklin, Ohio, the Peninsular Paper Company baseball team 
of Ypsilanti, Mich., went to Franklin, August 22, and played the 
Vulcanite Roofing Company of that city, defeating the local 
team by a score of 8to 1. The players were given a very cordial 
reception by Mr. Srere and the Vulcanite Roofing Company and 
enjoyed the trip immensely. . 

This reminds us that the Gardner-Harvey Paper Company’s 
ball team has won the pennant in the Industrial League of the 
Miami Valley, having won the most games during the season. 
There have been some crack clubs crossing bats during 1920, the 
interest having been maintained during the whole season. Paper 
manufacturers have found ball teams wonderful aides in keep- 
ing up the morale of the working force. Employees of the 
various mills became regular rooters for their own teams, and the 
rivalry proved a good thing for the working organizations. After 
winning the pennant through the final game with the Advance 
Bag Company, the Gardner-Harvey team at Middletown was de- 
feated by a Cincinnati team. 


Mead Pulp & Paper Co. Stock 

To carry out its plam of doubling its capacity at the Chillicothe 
mill, the Mead Pulp &nd Paper Company has placed on the market 
$600,000 of 7 per cent preferred stock and $200,000 common. Local 
firms report a heavy sale, and the success of the issue is assured. 
The company declared a dividend of 100 per cent on the common 
stock recently, it is understood. 

The company was established nearly seventy-five years ago, 
and now is operated by the third generation of the original 
founders, the president being George H. Mead of this city. The 
announcement was made that the output of the mills have been 
contracted for during the next ten years, and this arrangement 
is proving one of satisfaction to investors. The mills will be 
run exclusively on magazine paper at the present time. The con- 
tract closed by the Mead Pulp and Paper Company is with one 
of the most reliable publishers of the country. The property 
always has been a dividend payer and promises so to continue.

Frederick A. Thompson 

WESTFIELD, Mass., August 30, 1920.—Frederick A. Thompson, 
aged 92, died at his home on Court street in this town last Thurs- 
day.

He then became salesman for J. B. Crane of Dalton, and 
subsequent to that, managed a paper mill at Ballston Springs, N. 
Y., in which he, his brother George W. Thompson and W. Murray 
Crane were interested for a time. 

He joined the Bemis Paper Company of Holyoke and in 1870 
came to Westfield to become connected with the Crane Mills, first 
with his brother-in-law, J. B. Crane, and then with the latter’s 
sons, the late Robert B. and James A. Crane. He had been 


in good health until the last. He was a member of the Masonic 
fraternity. 


John W. Stebbins 

Horyoxe, August 30, 1920.—John W. Stebbins, 49, well-known 
locally as a paper jobber and dealer, died last week at the Peter 
Brigham hospital, at Boston, of cirrhosis of the liver, where he 
had been taken about two weeks before. He had been uncon- 
scious since August 15. 

Mr. Stebbins was the second son of the late John L. Stebbins 
and was born in 1871. His first paper connection was with the 
Norman Paper Company of Holyoke. Later he went to England 
and did business there as a paper broker and agent for several

Hon. Beniah Bowman, Minister of Lands and Forests for the 
Providence of Ontario, states that G. C. Hurdman and a staff of over 
a dozen scalers are working at the mills in the North checking 
up to see whether the timber scale has been proper or not. The 
scaling of logs at the mills is going on to check up the scale in 
the woods. Many reports have been received by the department 
about the present system not being proper or satisfactory. 

The annual convention of the Canadian Paper Trade Associa- 
tion will be held in Toronto next month. N. L, Martin, who is 
general secretary, is now busy making all the arrangements for 
the gathering. 

William Gorman, who represents the Provincial Paper Mills, 
Ltd., in Montreal, spent a few days in Toronto this week. 

George Carruthers and A. P. Costigan, of Toronto, will attend 
a joint meeting this week at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., of the 
committee of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association and a 
committee of the American Technical Association. Mr. Carruthers 
is chairman of the joint committee, and Mr. Costigan is safety 
engineer of the Ontario Pulp and Paper Makers’ Safety Associa- 
tion and former chairman of the pulp and paper section of the 
National Safety Council. 

F. R. Graham, who is a member of the firm of Graham, Sanson 


& Co., has been elected a director of the Western Canada Pulp 
and Paper Company, Vancouver, and also of the Kaministiqua 
Power and Paper Company, which is erecting a large pulp and 
paper plant at Port Arthur, Ont. 

Robert Sweeney, of Vancouver, B. C., who is one of the direc- 
tors of the Western Canada Pulp and Paper Company, was in 
Toronto last week and reports that good progress is being made 
on the installation of the new digester, which will increase the 
capacity of the plant to forty tons a day of sulphate pulp. The 
digester will be in operation in a few days. The company is also 
carrying on rather extensive lumbering operations, and Mr. 
Sweeney reports that the British Columbia market is improving 
steadily. 

At a regular quarterly meeting of the shareholders of the Pro- 
vincial Paper Mills, Limited, which was held in Toronto last week, 
it was announced that hereafter the shareholders would be 
paid their regular dividends in New York funds. This conces- 
sion will be a substantial one, especially to Canadian holders, as 
it means a bonus of about 13 per cent as exchange stands at 
present. While there are a fair number of United States share- 


holders, it is understood that they by no means hold half the stock. 
The company declared a bonus of 1 per cent on the common 
stock, in addition to the regular quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. 
It was also decided to declare the regularly quarterly dividend of 
13%4 per cent on the preferred stock, 


Canadian Timber Has Been Wasted 

Owing to the low market prices in the earlier days of the lumber 
industry only the better grades of timber could be removed from 
the forest with profit to the operator, writes Dr. C. D. Howe in 
Conservation. This fact coupled with the very general belief that 
the forest supplies were inexhaustible led to logging methods that 
would now be considered wasteful, even profligate. Giant pine and 
spruce were felled and only one log taken, the rest of the tree 
remaining to decay in the bush. Often trees were felled and en- 
tirely discarded because of slight imperfections. 

The earlier lumbering operations very materially reduced the 
forest capital stock of the country by wasteful methods. With the 
present high prices and with a well reasoned doubt that the forest 
supplies are inexhaustible, the economic pressure for raw materials 
is so great that there is danger of reducing the forest capital to 
the point of exhaustion by too extensive cutting. 

Most of the timberlands of reasonable accessibility in Eastern 
Canada have already been cut over several times. There are thou- 
sands of square miles of such lands. A large portion of the future 
supply should come from these areas. Will they ever furnish a 
future supply; if so, what kind, how much and when? These are 
questions which the Commission of Conservation of Canada is 
attempting to answer through its forest regeneration surveys. The 
work is being carried on through the co-operation of the Provincial 
Forest Services of Quebec and New Brunswick and various pulp 
and paper companies, the latter being represented by the Abitibi 
Power and Paper Company in Ontario, the Laurentide Company 
and the Riordon Pulp and Paper Company in Quebec, and by the 
Bathurst Lumber Company in New Brunswick. It is planned to 
extend the investigation over a sufficient number of representative 
districts throughout Eastern Canada, so that general conclusions 
as to growth conditions on cut-over lands may be reached. So far 
as the investigations have gone, however, applying them only to 
the areas studied, the indications are that the original white pine 
has not reproduced itself on cut-over unburned lands. Extensive 
areas that yielded large quantities of white pine timber are at 
present practically without young trees. The results of the forest 
regeneration surveys also indicate that spruce is being crowded out 
of the forest by balsam fir. In some cases there are only one third 
as many young spruce trees to make the future crop as were 
removed by the logging operations.

FOR MILL MEN 
A Department for the Solution of the Troubles, Large and Small, That. Are Encountered by the Workers in the 


Both Questions and Answers—A Free Exchange of Ideas Is Desired—By Active Co-operation 
This Department Can Be Made a General Clearing House for Information in Regard 
to Practical Paper Making. 


Mills in the Course of Their Duties in Making Paper and Pulp— All Mill Men Are Invited to Send in N 
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Two-Sided Effect on Colored Paper 


Question No. 2544.—Can you tell me through your valuable 
questions and answers department how we can make various 
colored papers without much of a two-sided effect? That is, 
having one side of the paper much lighter in shade than the 
other. 

Answer No. 2544.—Producing an evenly colored paper on 
both sides is mostly a question of selecting the proper color- 
ing matter for your particular furnish. While there are other 
factors which affect the final appearance of both sides of the 
sheet, they should not be regarded as doing so to any great 
extent. These lesser factors are: Sizing, free or slow stock, 
formation, suction and drying. The greatest factor is the 
proper selection of colors to be used. If you are having any 
difficulty along these lines, or expect to, we would be glad to 
have you send us furnishes you are using and also what colors 
you are using. 


Size of Dandy on Slow Stock 

Question No. 2545.—Kindly advise in regard to the follow- 
ing: Is there any preference to be given to the size of dandy 
used on slow stock which crushes easily? 

Answer No. 2545.—Dandies of small diameter will crush 
stock more easily than those of larger diameter. The larger 
dandy presents a flatter surface and the bite is not so sharp 
as with the smaller dandy. The larger dandy is, of course, 
heavier, but this can be adjusted by the sliding boxes of the 
dandy stand. Therefore a dandy not under 9 or 10 inches is 
recommended for such stock. 


German Publishers to “Secure” Wood Pulp 

Bertin, July 25, 1920—-The government has empowered the 
“Print Paper Procuring Stock Company, Limited,” organized by 
the publishers of daily newspapers, to “secure” the pulp needed 
to keep their business a-going. The word “secure” probably means 
seizure. The milder term is used for obvious purposes. The 
government announced the new order became necessary since vol- 
untary agreements between producers of wood pulp and consum- 
ers of paper had failed to furnish the minimum of print paper 
needed by the publishers of daily newspapers. Publishers, before 
seizing any pulp, will have to obtain the consent of a National 
Commissioner appointed for that purpose. 

At the same time the publishers are restricted in the use of 
print paper. The same rations in force during the second quarter 
of the current year will continue for the third quarter. But the 
publishers will have to pay higher taxes to cover the expenses of 
paternalism’s guiding hand, for the salaries of officials had to be 
raised. 

The government’s announcement of compulsory measures 
sounds like an apology. It is claimed some of the pulp manufac- 
turers themselves had asked for compulsion. 

German paper manufacturers prefer German pulp and cellulose 


because they are so much cheaper than imports. Swedish sulphite 
cellulose, for instance, has reached a price of 1,000 Swedish 
crowns per ton of 1,016 kilograms. This is 2 and 3 times higher 
than the German price. 

Swedish sulphite stock has been rising since the beginning of 
the year, as the following table shows:

It takes 800 to 900 German marks to match 100 Swedish crowns. 
Consequently the price of Swedish sulphite stock, strong quality, 
would be 7,500 to 8,500 marks in German money per ton, while 
bleachable quality would be from 9,000 to over 10,000 marks per 
ton. 

In comparison the prices fixed by the Association of German 
Cellulose Manufacturers, in effect since July 1, are much lower.

These prices apply to 100 kilograms f. o. b. at station of pulp 
manufacturer. The Swedish prices apply to f. o. b. Gothenburg, 
which means that German importers would have to pay the addi- 
tional freight from Sweden into Germany. Under the circum- 
stances it is quite comprehensible that German publishers prefer 
to seize domestic stock. 

The German government has restored the freedom of trade in 
sulphur. The economic council for chemicals -had demanded the 
liberation of the trade and the government consented to rescind 
all former restrictions and regulations. The era of free trade has 
been announced in the Official Gazette of July 14 and takes effect 
immediately.

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Sor Better Transportailion 


If outlay of capital by the railroads of the United States is a 
forerunner of improved service, the country certainly should 
have a vastly better transportation system within a few months. 
As the increase in freight and passenger rates goes into effect the 
railroads have made application to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for loans amounting to nearly two hundred millions of 
dollars. Distribution of this huge sum is asked upon the basis 
of $29,054,323 for new locomotives; $52,839,493 for new freight 
cars; $8,317,000 for rebuilding freight cars; $78,289,000 for addi- 
tions and betterments to equipment, and $28,800,875 for meeting 
maturing equipment contracts. This program was submitted by 
the Association of Railway Executives, which said at this time: 

“Your committee is of the opinion that loans for this purpose 
should be made available immediately in order that the various 
carriers having unserviceable equipment which may be substan- 
tially repaired or reconstructed should be enabled to proceed with 
the work without delay. Such substantially repaired or rebuilt 
equipment will be available for service at a much earlier date 
than new equipment to be hereafter ordered, and will, therefore, 
be a distinct contribution to the ability of the carriers to carry 
the traffic of the current year.” 

This will not mean a complete rehabilitation of the railway 
system. It is doubtful whether the railroads will be fully adequate 
to meet the demands placed upon them even after this capital 
takes effect, but a great step will have been made in the right 
direction. Time and careful planning will be necessary to place 
the carriers on their old efficient basis.

international Chamber of Conunerre 


Numerous requests for information respecting the procedure 
necessary for obtaining membership in the newly created Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce are reaching the office of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States at Washington. 


The constitution of the new organization, the National Chamber 
explains, provides for two classes of membership—organization 


and individual. The annual dues of both classes of members is 
fixed at 300 francs, except that in the case of organizations this 
fee is used.as a basis and is a minimum charge for organization 
entitled tovonly one delegate. An additional fee of 500 francs 
is charged for each additional delegate. In general the number 
of delegates to which an organization is entitled is fixed on the 
basis of one delegate for each 200 members of the organization, 


the minimum in all cases to be one and the maximum number of 
delegates ten. 


Organization members will comprise national and local commer- 
cial, financial and industrial organizations representative of the in- 
terests they embrace. They must not be conducted for individual 
profit or for partisan purposes. Associate members will consist 
of individuals, firms and corporations. 

American organizations, firms and corporations seeking member- 
ship should submit their applications through the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 


Paper Conment 

Paper, as everyone knows, is decidedly in the limelight just 
now, and is attracting a great deal of amusing if not always 
intelligent comment from daily newspaper writers. As witness 
of this a well known paper manufacturer in Richmond, Va., 
sends us the following from the Richmond Times Dispatch, re- 
marking that it is racy and incorrect; but, perhaps interesting: 

“Any rags, any bones, any bottles today?” doesn’t-raise a flicker 
of above average interest in the mind of the ordinary citizen 
any more. He’s saving papers now, not bottles. Scrap papers, 
to be sure, and they’re worth a “heap” of money these days, in 
fact, almost as expensive as war tax, real estate, “an’ everything.” 

Once in the dear dead days of long ago, when a “hot dog” 
still retailed for 5 cents, newsboy never held you up for more 
than a penny, and Wat, tax was undreamed of, the market for 
scrap paper was about as thrilling, pulsatingly alive as a trolley 
wire with the current shut off. Now paper prices in Richmond 
are higher than on any other market in the United States. 

Now it’s different. Now, when the “dear public” goes to work 
it “dolls up” in paper suits, eats from paper dishes with paper 
spoons, sips its one-half of 1 per cent through a paper straw from 
a paper cup, strains its whiskers with a paper napkin, rolls 
a rice paper cigarette, reads The Times-Dispatch, and otherwise 
dissipates the paper supply. 

Before the war between the Land of the Free and the home of 
the weinerwurst, paper, waste paper, sold for 25 cents per 100 
pounds. Now, if any one offered to sell scrap end of pencil 
pads for that price the junk man would just naturally swoon away 
in a dead faint. Waste paper today is selling a la junk at $1.65 
per 100, and there are so many takers when any is offered, it 
draws a bigger crowd than a political rally when the candidate is 
handing out stogies. 

Taking advantage of the situation, the city of Richmond now 
is busily engaged selling its waste paper, and officials of the 
Building Inspector's office report that the amount which will be 
sold this year will be more than 4,000 pounds. 

Richmond is the center of competition, it is declared, first 
because of the demand for paper and, secondly, because of the 
competition between local mills for the waste paper supply of 
the city, which is said to be very keen. Paper prices are the 
highest here of any market in the United States, dealers say. 

Here is another from a recent issue of the New York Evening 
World that is, of course, intended purely to be amusing: 

“Paper shoes and paper Panama hats have been an enormous 
hit this season. Now we’re going to have paper suits. The 
Government already has a couple of quires of the latest styles 


being sent over here from London. The idea is to spread a 
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few wood pulp togs among the natty dressers and in no time 
at all the whole nation will wear ’em. The House of Kippystyler 
will soon be using more paper than Congress, and Start, Shuffling 
and March will start buying up forests. And the wood pulp

—why not branch out and have paper suits, too? 


suit should be a success. 


“Pretty soon they’ll be running off fabrics from printing presses 
with the colored supplements for fancy vests. A guy can then 
liave a suit of the same material as his pawn ticket. A tailor 
will get a shipment of cigarette papers and announce to the trade 
he’s got all the makings.

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“Modern Pulp and Paper Making” 


Throughout its entire development the pulp and paper in- 
dustry has been marked by the paucity of good books, written 
so that the layman can understand them and. yet with enough 
attention to technical detail to provide interest to the paper 
manufacturer. “Modern Pulp and Paper Making,” whose 
author is George S. Witham, manager of the mills of the 
Union Bag and Paper Corporation, is a book which aptly 
combines these two features. Mr. Witham is eminently qual- 
ified to write a work of this kind, for he has spent practically 
his whole life in the paper business and understands every 
angle of the business; in fact, he holds a position of authority 
in the industry which is surpassed by few living men. 

Comparatively few books of a scientific nature can be said 
to have any real literary merit. They are written and pub- 
lished entirely for the facts which they set forth. Mr. Witham, 
however, has succeeded in writing in such an easy, flowing 
style that it carries one along whether he is vitally interested 
in the subject matter or not. He has found the romance of paper 
and told it in a manner which not previous author who has 
handled this theme can equal. 

The avowed purpose of the book-is “to describe the equip- 
ment and processes actually used in pulp and paper plants on 
this continent today, giving such practical information as 
would be of help to men working around these plants from 
day to day. It is hoped that the volume will be useful to prac- 
tical paper makers and, at the same time, that it may possibly 
be of interest to technical men not intimately in touch with 
the pulp and paper industry and desiring to know the salient 
facts about it.” In this purpose the author is sure to succeed. 

It would be impossible to enumerate all of the interesting 
things Mr. Witham tells about in his work, but his chapter 
headings include: Processes and materials used in the pro- 
duction of pulp, varieties of paper, the saw mill, the wood 
room, the sulphite mill, the acid plant, the ground wood mill, 
bleaching, the general design of pulp and paper plants, testing 
of paper and paper materials, paper defects: their cause and 
cure, personnel, and some interesting tables setting forth much 
valuable matter in tabloid form.

SpoKANE, Wash., August 25, 1920.—Since organization in 1910, 
the Inland Empire Paper Company’s mill at Spokane, representing 
a capital investment of a million and a half dollars, has grown 
steadily and substantially until it covers fifty acres of beautiful 
landscaped grounds. The plant was voted a capacity increase of 
25 per cent at the meeting of directors recently. It employs 280 
men with day and night shifts and turns out 60 tons of news print 
a day with a yearly average of 15,000 tons. 


Big Contract Let for Lumber 

The mill is fully equipped for making fine bond papers, but 
for the present is producing only news print owing to the insistent 
demand for this grade. The company recently contracted for all 
the white fir which the Potlatch Lumber Company of Spokane 
can deliver from its immense holdings in the panhandle of Idaho, 
and runs three timber canips of its own with a payroll of $360,000 
a year. Timber areas in the Spokane country aggregate 25,000,000 
acres; annual production averages 1,750,000,000 board feet; lumber 
shipments in 1919 totaled 40,024 carloads; and saw mills in oper- 
ation number over 200. 


Working Conditions Splendid 

Under the efficiency methods employed at the mill the quality 
of paper turned out by each workman is tested and the pay sehed- 
ule is adjusted accordingly. Working conditions are splendid. A 
friendly spirit prevails throughout the mill which is manifest when 
one enters the plant. 

An Attractive Plant 

Not only is the Inland Empire Paper Mill a busy, efficient plant, 
but it is attractive. The buildings are grey and white; well ar- 
ranged and surrounded by a fine lawn; and Secretary W. A. 
Brazeau, deserves much credit for the appearance of his mill. This 
is one of his hobbies and he has worked untiringly on the problem. 
Motorists delight in spinning out over the paved highway which 
leads to Spokane’s industrial district, circling around the paper 
mill, always brilliantly lighted at night, then across the bridge near 
the plant and returning to the city along the river bank. 


Appointments of Paper Men Approved 


The appointment of two paper manufacturers to the Board of 
Trustees of the New York State College of Forestry at Syracuse, 
has caused the deepest expression of approval from the news- 
papers of the State. The Watertown Times, voicing an expression 
of the interest of forestry in the paper industry, says: 

“Two recent appointments of C. C, Burns of Watertown and 
Harry P. Gould of Lyons Falls by Governor Smith have met with 
favor. Both men are well qualified for their duties. Mr. Burns 
has made a study of the forestry problem both in the United States 
and Canada. He understands the forestry problems of the State 
as well as any man. In late years he has been connected with the 
St. Regis Paper Company, and has gained a comprehensive knowl- 
edge of timberlands and forestry. Mr. Gould has been connected 
with the paper industry all his life, and is deeply interested in 
forest supply and reforestation. He owns extensive timber tracts, 
and is well equipped to give his experience and knowledge to this 
State institution. The New York State College of Forestry has 
gained the services of two very valuable men on its Board of 
Trustees, and their knowledge will add to the usefulness of the 
institution.” 

A similar comment from the Utica Observer is characteristic of 
the press comments of the State, when it says: “It is an excellent 
thing for a forestry college to have members on the board of trus- 
tees who understand the practical side of the forestry business, but 
when the member has been identified with a far more progressive 
and foresighted practice of tree-cropping than the notorious tree 
slaughter often prevailing throughout the United States, the college 
is especially fortunate. The Gould company has large areas of forest 
lands, and these lands have not been stripped and then abandoned. 
They have been cropped in a way that will permit a further cutting 
in due time. We think that Mr. Gould’s appointment will aid the 
college in its work of preserving and building up forest production 
of the commonwealth, and that is a work of the utmost importance 
under present forest conditions.”

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THE ADVERTISING VALUE OF PAPER PACKAGES 


By J. B. Lawrason, or Lawrason Co., Toronto, Ont. 


The following interesting paper on “The Advertising Value of 
Paper Packages” was read at a meeting assembly of the Toronto 
Carton Club by J. B. Lawrason, of the Lawrason-Doughty Com- 
pany, Toronto: 

To give full justice to a subject such as has been handed to 
me, will take more time than we have at our disposal this after- 
noon. For that reason, I will try to boil down as much as pos- 
sible the few remarks that I have to make. In using the word 
“Paper Package,” I mean all the receptacles that are made from 
paper for the purpose of packing goods. To deal with paper pack- 
ages as an advertising medium, one will need to make a short 
historical review of advertising as a whole, for the two are so 
linked together, it is hard to deal with one without at least touch- 
ing the other. 

Back in early days when trade was in its primitive stages, and 
there were few articles to be sold, men lived in caves, their wants 
and needs were few, and were generally got by hunting, but as 
tribe intermingled with tribe, and trade grew, then there started 
a crude system of exchange, gradually this expanded, as certain 
tribes would have articles to barter, and there the first system of 
advertising must have started. One tribe would tell the other of 
the goods they had to exchange, and through this beginning, we 
have from the very earliest of civilization the beginning and 
growth of advertising, and may trace it down to those two out- 
standing nations who advertised, and did it well, Greece and 
Rome. Their laws, their customs, and their national doings, have 
been impressed upon minds through the written word and pic- 
ture. Has there been arnything more widely known or more last- 
ing even in more modern times? The municipal crier, a very 
important person, was used in the early days, to let people know 
what was going on, the old time market had its place, which links 
the past up with the advertising of to-day. 

Another outstanding fact in the world, was the discovery and 
application of steam. Before this, were days of small tradesmen— 
cobblers, blacksmiths, the spinning wheel, etc., whose wares were 
generally sold by the quality of»the goods, and the good word of 
their friends being passed from neighbor to neighbor, but this all 
changed with the introduction of steam. Steam power instead of 
man power introduced the making of many articles and bringing 
together of many workmen under one roof, and from this has 
gradually grown the great system of modern commerce. With 
this factory growth, new systems of distribution were needed, 
first, travelers were sent out with a certain amount of limited 
advertising, largely local, and then we find advertising campaigns 
undertaken until today, we have the growth of business with its 
combinations, and find side by side with this tremendous growth, 
plans and schemes of national and international propaganda are 
being used. The package has had its place from the bery begin- 
ning wherever there were goods to be packed and shipped, it had 
its use, whether made from wood, grass, paper or iron, these 
were the forerunners of the great number of packages that are 
used to-day. With all this growth, there have been certain funda- 
mental principles at work, that have within the last few years 
brought a new industry into being; first the desire to improve the 
manufactured product, second the improvement of its appearance, 
or might I put it another way, the desire to dress a large part of 
the goods of the world in an attractive manner. With this as a 
background, we can appreciate all the more the value of the 
package, not only as a piece of commerce, but as part of the 
great system of advertising, along with its selling power. 

It is a very practical proposition, and you and I as manufac- 
turers, are keenly interested in its possibilities. 


Its Scope 


In nearly every line of business, new sources of application of 
the package, are being opened up, one needs to but look around 


and see the many ways in which packages are being used, and 
to my mind, it is just at the beginning of the development. It 
has grown and expanded during the last ten or fifteen years, 
when only a few articles were put up this way, till we find now, 
that almost every kind of marketable goods are being put up in 
packages. We find that in this country, there has grown an in- 
dustry which has become very important to the manufacturer and 
his product. 
Its Advantages 

Need I draw your attention to the advantages of paper boxes, 
their sanitary qualities, their convenience, their individuality, 
eliminating chance of substitute, guaranteeing the makers’ goods, 
increasing its selling power and ease of handling. In fact, they put 
well-dressed goods as well as well-dressed salesmen on the selling 
end of the manufactured product and, skilfully handled, mean 
increased sales and larger turnover for the buyer. 

Its Selling Power 

The distinctive paper box will give life and expression to what 
might be otherwise one of many articles of the same kind, which 
have the disadvantage of being bulk goods. To make myself 
clear, let me tell the experience of one of our customers who told 
me he had been selling his goods in packages for a long time, and 
through the increased cost of cartons, thought he would try and 
sell them again in bulk, which he did, but his experience was, that 
his sales fell off nearly 50 per cent in six months. He is now con- 
vinced more than ever that packages pay. 

When placing on the market a package, many details must be 
taken into consideration, art, design, size, shape, strength, color, 
simplicity, and to whom it is going to appeal—men or women. 
To look at packages from their wide application, makes them 
something more than so much cardboard, to try and incorporate 
into them the possibilities of design, advertising and selling 
powers, makes an unlimited field for development. 

Its Educational Value 


Probably this is one side to which we have given very little 
thought, but if we stop to think for a moment, we see here a 
splendid opportunity of telling the public the merits of the goods 
that are enclosed, in a few sentences to tell the prospective buyer 
the story of the enclosed product, and as a rule, it can be done 
in a short concise way that the buyer can read at a glance, and 
will leave a lasting impression. 

Its Standardization 


This is one point that has been given a good deal of considera- 
tion, during the recent past. I think it is one of the most im- 
portant subjects that has to be considered, and the very best 
thought of this organization should be given to its working out. 
We will find that the paper box will become more useful, and 
will become a better paying proposition than it has been in the 
past, through eliminating what may be a good deal of duplica- 
tion and waste. Another thought comes to my mind, if ever the 
time comes when the present rush of business eases off, we should 
keep in mind the all around advantages of the package to the 
prospective customer to create new business. 

I believe it would be well for the Toronto Carton Club to 
keep in mind some way of keeping the industry before the public, 
in an effective and practical way, by exhibits of finished products 
actual operations of the goods being manufactured, which would 
have a fascinating and educative value for the public. 

Allow me to repeat, is there any industry that has greater pos- 
sibilities of future expansion and by its application to draw upon 
the very best there is in us, and by its continued development and 
expansion to be of real service to the world of business, and by 
keeping the higher ideals ever before our minds, to contribute to 
the convenience and betterment of the human race?

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WHY CUT-PRICE SALES DID NOT REDUCE PAPER PRICES 


WRITTEN For “PARAGRAFS” BY BRYANT VENEBALE, SECRETARY, THE WHITAKER PAPER Co, 


The spectacular cutting of commodity prices by retail mer- 
chants in practically all parts of the country was perhaps the 
most conspicuous and the least understood phenomenon of the 
spring of nineteen hundred and twenty. Everi from the close 
prospective of the succeeding summer, markét analysis, both pro- 
fessional and private, review that carnival in as many different 
lights and interpret it in as many different ways as there had been 
different forecasts of a spring recession in prices and different 
hypotheses on which to predicate ‘them. Almost without excep- 
tion the manufacturers and the jobbers of the lines marked for 
slaughter in the spring market deprecated the action of the re- 
tailers as being inconsistent with the fundamental conditions gov- 
erning production, and therefore calculated to liquidate stocks at 
little or no profit only to be confronted with the necessity of 
replacing them at substantially higher prices. Nevertheless, price 
reductions were general and radical. Although confined in some 
localities and by some merchants to lines and items evidently 
overstocked or unsalable because of the backward season, hori- 
zontal price-cutting ranging from 15 per cent to 25 per cent was 
of common occurrence in the department and clothing stores of 
many large cities. The fact that the movement originated in New 
York and the further fact that it was most drastically applied by 
influential concerns in the cities nearest to the sources of supply 
and therefore, presumably most market-wise, undoubtedly ac- 
centuated the uncertainty and the apprehension of business men, 
great and small, in localities less metropolitan. The extent to 
which the consequent forced liquidation of merchandise by the re- 
tailers was commercially wise or merely hysterical will become 
entirely apparent only in the light of autumn price-lists. 


Paper Industry Not Seasonal 


Unlike certain branches of the textile industry and other in- 
dustries that are responsive to the demands of ultimate consumers 
principally through the retail stores, the paper industry is not 
seasonal. In the paper market, winter sizes, weights and colors 
are identical with those of the summer season. Spring stationery 
does not differ from autumn stationery and consumption generally 
follows close on the heels of production. Every influence that 
materially affects the paper manufacturer’s cost is almost imme- 
diately reflected in the price to the jobber, to the printer and to 
the consumer. Conversely, every fluctuation in consumer demand 
makes itself felt in incredibly short time both at the warehouse 
of the wholesale paper merchant and at the paper mill. Though 
woolen mills and clothing manufacturers in June may warn the 
retailers and the public that in their judgment woolen clothing 
will be more costly in September, both retailer and consumer 
are more immediately concerned with the present condition of 
their stock rooms and their wardrobes than with what is likely to 
occur a few months ahead. 

The spring of 1920 found department stores heavily stocked 
with high-priced goods which they were not able to sell to a pub- 
lic whose mind had been prepared for substantial price recessions 
all along the line. It matters little whether this optimistic con- 
fidence was well-founded or ill-founded; it was deep-rooted and 
unshakable, due in no small degree to the promises of the Presi- 
dent of the United States that he would apply the power of the 
Government to reducing the high cost of living, and evidenced 
by an unprecedented activity in the shops of, the dry cleaners and 
the cobblers. 


Paper Frantically Sought 
The same spring found publishers frantically beseeching jobbers 


and manufacturers for the paper necessary to keep their presses 
going. Wholesale grocers who normally have been able to drive 


pretty hard bargains with the manufacturers and distributers of 
wrapping paper. and grocery bags in carload lots found it difficult 
to secure enough paper and bags to meet their requirements from 
day to day, even at open prices. Manufacturers to whom the pur- 
chase of cartons arid wrappings had heretofore been a matter of 
only incidental concern awoke to the realization that it was of even 
incidental concern awoke to the realization that it was of even 
less concern to paper mills formerly eager to supply them. Ad- 
vertisers, through their printers, made the astounding discovery 
that the publication of their catalogues would have to be con- 
ditioned upon ability. to secure paper and subject to whatever 
price might be prevailing when the paper should be delivered. 
Bond papers of the so-called “popular priced” grades were in such 
great demand that few paper merchants could maintain good 
warehouse’ service for their customers on these lines, since their 
consignments from the mills were not infrequently sold for de- 
livery out of incoming cars to fill back orders instead of going 
into the warehouse to fill empty stock spaces. 


Stocks Completely Exhausted 


Fundamentally then, the condition of paper stocks both with 
jobbers and with printers and converters was one of complete 
exhaustion, whereas stocks of department store merchandise, etc., 
were so great as to involve the necessity of liquidation for the 
satisfaction of the banks, if for no other reason. The very proc- 
ess of liquidating immediately increased the existing enormous 
demand for paper and gave almost instant verification to the 
assurances of the paper makers that no immediate price reduc- 
tions were to be anticipated. Stores that had found it impossible 
to sell their heavy inventories of silk shirts at from $14.00 to 
$20.00 apiece, increased their newspaper advertising (which of 
course meant an enormous additional drain upon the available 
stocks of news print paper), and did a land-office business in silk 
shirts at $6.00 apiece. Every sale required the usual routine of 
memoranda, sales records, cash or charge slips, and wrapping 
paper. These items all entailed increase in the bookkeeping, cost 
accounting, billing and mailing departments and every such in- 
crease in activities involved an increase in the consumption of pa- 
per. There was’no corresponding increase in paper production 
and the already small reserve stocks of the country were drained. 


Paper Students Make Paper By Hand

MITTINEAGUE, Mass., August 23, 1920—An egg beater, a clothes 
wringer, and an old newspaper is the material employed by the 
Mittineague Achievement Club for the manufacture of writing 
paper. There is a class of about 30 that have made a number of 
visits to the mills and who have studied the processes of paper 
manufacture. The class have been studying paper manufacture 
for two months and they can now make paper by hand from the 
material and with the tools described.

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NEW METHODS IN EXAMINING GAS AND SULPHITE LYE 


By Dr. A. SANDER, oF DARMSTADT 


The following is a translation of a lecture delivered by Dr. 
A. Sander, of Darmstadt, at the annual convention of German 
cellulose and paper chemists and engineers at Weimar, recently :— 

In the pulp industry one generally confines himself to fixing the 
sulphur dioxide content of gas, although, as proved by Lunge many 
years. ago, it at times contains a considerable amount of sulphur 
trioxide, especially in cases where the gas passes over hot gravel 
fires, which, as is well known, have a catalytic effect upon the gas. 
Under these circumstances there may be present 10 per cent of the 
sulphur contents of the gas in the form of sulphur trioxide, which 
is highly detrimental to the production of pulp and, at the same 
time, means the loss of valuable sulphur.

In order to determine also the percentage of sulphur trioxide 
in the gas one may use, according to Lunge, in addition to Reich’s 
apparatus filled with an iodine solution, a second apparatus of the 
same kind, charged with soda lye, which will determine the total 
acid contents of the gas. But using two apparatuses and working 
with two titrating fluids is rather uncomfortable. 


A New Method Worked Out 


In the course of my studying sulphites, thiosulphates and polythi- 
onates, I have worked out a new method which enables one to 
determine in a most simple manner, by using only one single appar- 
atus, the presence in the gas of sulphur dioxide, as well as of 
sulphur trioxide. The new method is based upon the characteristic 
attitude of sodium bisulphite toward mercury chloride. A surplus 
solution of mercury chloride acting upon a solution of sodium bi- 
sulphite causes a complex combination to form, soluble in water, 
the sodium salts of chloride mercury sulpho-acid, and, in addition, 
free muriatic acid, in proportion of one molecule H,SO; to one 
molecule HC,, as shown by the following equation: 


NaH S O,+ Hg Cl, = Hg Cl S O, Na+H C,. 

Following the new method of examining gas you charge the 
absorption bottle in Reich’s apparatus with 10 ccm n/10 of soda lye 
and you add some methyl orange as an indicator. Then you pass 
the gas through the apparatus, interrupting the flow frequently and 
shaking it hard, until the soda lye is neutralized. The absorbing 
solution now contains sodium bisulphite as well as sodium sulphite. 
When you add a solution of mercury chloride to the neutralized 
solution, the latter will promptly turn acid again. The amount 
of soda lye necessary to again neutralize the solution is equal to 


the amount of sulphur dioxide absorbed. Consequently, the first 
titration reVeals the total of the acid present in the gas, while 
the second titration reveals only the amount of sulphur dioxide. 
Thus the difference between the two reveals the amount of sulphur 
trioxide present in the gas. 

As sulphur dioxide is not absorbed by soda lye as quickly as 
by an iodine solution, I recommend the use of a vessel as proposed 
by Lunge, instead of the ordinary bottle of Reich’s apparatus. In 
Lunge’s bottle the pipe conducting the gas is closed at the bot- 
tom, but its lower part, the part under the surface of the lye, is 
finely perforated. Thus the gas is forced to penetrate the lye in 
a multitude of very little bubbles. 


When Several Analyses Are Made 


If you want to make several analyses in quick succession you 
must see to it that the absorbing container is not contaminated 
by the mercury chloride solution. Accordingly, the second titration 
should take place in a different vessel. For this reason the absorb- 
ing bottle has a glass cock at the lower end (see cut). Thus 
you are enabled to discharge the neutralized solution into an 
Erlenmeyer-container. There you add the solution of mercury 
chloride and again neutralize by adding soda lye. In the mean- 
time the absorbing vessel is rinsed with distilled water and then 
filled with another charge of 10 ccm of soda lye, ready for another 
examination. The new apparatus is manufactured by Dr. Hoeds 
& Goebel in Ilmenau (Thuringia). 

The action of mercury chloride upon bisulphites is very service- 
able in the examination of sulphite lye. Heretofore the methods of 
Hoehn and Winkler, respectively, were employed, that is, you 
titrated the lye, thinly dissolved, first with iodine and then, in the 
same examination or in another, the free acid with soda lye. Both 
of these methods reveal the amount of calcium bisulphite, which 
affects the boiling or pulp most of all, only indirectly. A cumber- 
some, circumstantial calculation is necessary. The new method 
directly reveals the amount of free sulphurous acid as well as of 
calcium bisulphite. The new method also does away with using 
two different titrating fluids in the same operation. The presence 
of carbon in sulphite lye does not interfere with the new method 
of determination, while it used to lead to many frequent material 
errors when the old method was applied. 


The Method Followed 


The probing of sulphite lye is performed as follows: The lye, 
thinly dissolved, is treated with methyl orange. You titrate it 
with soda lye until neutralized. Thus the amount of free acid is 
determined. Adding a surplus of mercury chloride to the neutral- 
ized solution, the latter turns acid again. The amount of soda 
lye needed to neutralize the solution minus the amount of soda lye 
used in the first titration, directly indicates the amount of sulphur- 
ous acid formed by calcium bisulphite. Applied to colorless lyes 
the new method gives very definite results. But the effect of methyl 
orange is less sharply defined in the case of yellowish lyes. How- 
ever, if the latter are thinned out sufficiently, better results will 
be achieved in the course of time, after practical experience has 
come to the support of the theoretical. 

Furthermore, the new method of analysis has proved that sulphite 
lye actually contains calcium bisulphite, not only a dissolution of 
neutral calcium sulphite in a surplus of sulphurous acid, as had been 
supposed by many. If that were so, the addition of mercury 
chloride to the neutralized lye would form only enough free acid 
equal to the amount of free sulphurous acid previously present, 
for in the conversion of neutral calcium sulphite by the use of

terest from May 15, 1920, is sought by Knapp & Baxter, Incor- 
porated, New York, from the Champion Fibre Company of Ham- 
ilton. 

In its petition the plaintiff says that on November 24, 1919, 
it entered into a contract with the Champion company for the 
purchase of 2,200 tons of full bleached sulphite baled for export 
for 534 cents per pound, f. o. b. cars, defendant’s mills at Canton, 
N. C., to be shipped 200 tons a month, beginning January, 1920. 

The allegation is made that 400 tons were delivered under the 
contract, but that on May 15, 1920, the defendant notified the 
plaintiff that it would make no more deliveries, and repudiated 
the contract. 

On account of the alleged breach of contract and an increase 
in the market price, Knapp & Baxter, Inc., claim they have been 
damaged in the amount sought to be recovered, together with the 
costs. of the case. 


B. F. Welty Renominated for Congress 


Members of the Miami Valley Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation who are interested in the success of the barge canal 


connecting the Great Lakes and the Ohio river, via the Miami 
Valley, are glad to learn of the renomination of Congressman 
Benjamin F. Welty, in the Fourth Congressional District, dur- 
ing the past week. Three other candidates were in the field, 
and for a time it appeared that the nomination lay between 
two Greenville lawyers. However, Welty pulled in nearly 
1,000 votes to the good. 


Urges Reforestation 


Governor James M. Cox in addressing the Indiana Editorial As- 
sociation at South Bend, Ind., urged reforestation in discussing the 
print paper situation, inveighing against a print paper combina- 
tion, and declaring manipulation and panic contributed to the paper 
shortage. 

The Governor spoke to 500 editors and publishers. He has kept 
in thorough touch with the print situation and like all publishers, 
was considerably alarmed when the supply was cut short. Re- 
trenchment was the watchword at his two newspaper plants in 
Dayton and Springfield, and every step possible was taken to 
reduce the consumption of news print. Grabbing at such supplies 
as could be obtained for a long time, the supply finally became 
better until today it appears to be fairly satisfactory.

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PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRY IN NEW BRUNSWICK 


By Comin McKay 


“The Government of New Brunswick is prepared to do any- 
thing in its power consistent with a proper regard for the 
public interest to encourage the development of pulp and 
paper enterprises in the Province,” said Premier Foster in a 
recent interview. “The Provincial policy in respect to leases 
of public lands, which is embodied in Acts of the Legislature, 
gives a certain priority to companies or persons seeking leases 
of public lands for the purpose of manufacturing pulp or paper 
over those seeking leases for the purpose of manufacturing 
lumber, and the conditions under which pulp and paper leases 
are granted are very reasonable. The lessee’s tenure will con- 
tinue as long as he manufactures pulp and paper, and he may 
arrange to cut timber on his leasehold for manufacture into 
lumber. 

“The Government has undertaken to develop water powers at 
strategic pvints in the Province, and, the necessary surveys 
having been completed and plans prepared, construction work 
will be started immediately. These developments will be under 
the control of a water power commission, and it is the inten- 
tion to offer power from these developments to companies 
wishing to establish pulp and paper making plants. More- 
over, the Government is prepared to offer substantial assist- 
ance to any company which wishes to develop a water power 
project in connection with a pulp or paper making enterprise.” 


Developing Water Power 

The fact that the New Brunswick Government has under- 
taken to develop water powers with the object of encouraging 
pulp and paper enterprises has attracted some attention both 
in the United States and Great Britain, and representatives 
of paper companies from both countries have recently visited 
the Province and looked into the possibilities of establishing 
new industries. But as yet only three companies are proceed- 
ing with new development work on an extendedjscale. These 
are the Fraser Brothers, of Edmunston, who have a large new 
plant under way, the Bathurst Company, which are extending 
their works, and the Nashwaak Pulp & Paper Company, a 
Maine concern, which is erecting a new dam and will estab- 
lish another mill near Fredericton. 

The desire of the Government is to promote the erection 
of pulp and’ paper plants drawing their supply of pulpwood 
from the Crown lands. At present the cut of pulpwood on 
the Crown lands is small. Of the total production of pulp- 
wood in the Province, about 70 per cent is shipped to the 
Maine mills, and the 70 per cent, as well as a good deal of the 
balance, is cut on private lands. The Fraser Brothers, whose 
big projects will make them important pulp and paper pro- 
ducers in the near future, will draw the most of their future 
supplies of pulpwood from the extensive areas of private tim- 
ber lands which they have recently acquired. 


Must Bring in Outside Capital 

Unfortunately New Brunswick does not have local resources 
of capital adequate to the development of her pulp and paper 
making possibilities on a large scale. Outside capital must be 
brought in, and, with the abnormal demand for pulp and paper, 
it is believed that it will not be long before outside capital is 
attracted by the opportunities offered by the Province. The 
extent of the Crown lands, which are almost wholly dedicated 
to timber production, is sufficient to support numerous pulp 
and paper mills. The area owned by the State embraces 
11,720 square miles, and no forest reserves have been set aside 
as absolute forest land. This, however, by. no means repre- 
sents the area available for pulp and paper production. An 


area of 7,250 square miles, embracing some of the best timber 
land of the Province, is owned by corporate bodies or private 
individuals. Some of this has been cut over by lumber opera- 
tors, but it would nevertheless supply great quantities of pulp- 
wood, as the new growths consist mainly of spruce and fir. 
In addition there are 8,000 square miles which, though classed 
as Settlement land, contains a fair proportion of woodlands 
on which the farmers are now cutting considerable quantities 
of pulpwood for export to Maine. 


Carrying on a Forest Survey 


The Provincial Government has for some years been carry- 
ing on a forest survey, said to be the most comprehensive of 
its kind yet undertaken in North America. A very consider- 
able proportion of the forest lands have been intensively 
examined and mapped under the supervision and direction of 
technically trained foresters. At present the Government is 
in a position to give applicants for licenses to cut on Crown 
lands reliable and definite data as to the timber on large areas, 
the areas which by their relation to river or rail are most 
likely to attract the attention of pulp and paper manufacturers. 
This is an important consideration for companies anxious to 
determine authoritatively the possibilities of timber leases. 

In general matters of forest policy New Brunswick, accord- 
ing to the Canadian Commission of Conservation, sets the 
pace for all the provinces. The Minister of Public Lands is 
assisted by an advisory commission, composed of representa- 
tives of private holders of forest lands and leaseholders of 
Crown lands. A permanent staff of technically trained men 
have general supervision of the forests, and control a large 
force of men organized for fire fighting and game protection. 
The regulations designed to protect the forests against fires 
are comprehensive and drastic, and any man between 18 and 
45 years of age may be summoned to fight fires. 

So far the Government has not replanted waste areas but 
the Korest Act provides for reforestation, and the forest sur- 
vey is ascertaining the extent and condition of all waste areas. 
When the survey is completed the Government will be able to 
handle intelligently the planting of waste areas as part of a 
progressive forest policy. In the matter of the regeneration of 
the natural forest the regulations have been so drawn as to 
protect and encourage the young growth as much as possible, 
while a selection system of logging prevents any stands being 
cut clear of seed trees. 


Unexcelled Mfg. Co. Plant Burned 

Syracuse, N. Y., August 21, 1920—The main plant of the Un- 
excelled Manufacturing Company, Inc., manufacturers of paper 
cardboard, located one-half mile west of Elbridge village, was de- 
stroyed by fire early this week, with a loss estimated at $100,000. 
This comprised largely machinery difficult to replace, the build- 
ing itself and the stock it housed. 

Through the efforts of the Elbridge fire department, the office 
building, a short distance from the main plant, and stables were 
saved. The main building was valued at $65,000, while the loss to 
the machinery is estimated at $25,000, and stock $10,000, according 
to Seymour Loffts, superintendent. 


According to Government estimates, it is believed that a com- 
plete exploration of the national forests in southern Alaska will 
show that there is a quarter of a million horse power of un- 
developed water power possibilities. 
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Union Bag & Paper Corp. Doing Well 


The following regarding the Union Bag & Paper Corpora- 
tion was printed in The Wall Street Journal last week: 

“Union Bag & Paper Corporation, on the basis of earnings 
for the first six months, should make the best showing in its 
history this year. It is estimated that earnings are running at 
the rate of $20 a share on the 150,000 shares of capital stock 
outstanding. This compares with $16.91 a share earned on the 
stock last year, when there were only 100,000 shares outstanding. 
The increase of $5,000,000 in the amount outstanding is accounted 
for by the declaration of a 50 per cent stock dividend, paid early 
this year. 

“Gross sales for the first four months of this year established 
a new high record for the period, amounting to $5,055,000. Net 
profits, after taxes and interest on funded debt, amounted to 
$934,000. This does not take into account an item of $1,125,000 
representing the par value of stock received from its subsidiary, 
St. Maurice Paper Company, in the form of a dividend, and car- 
ried in the income account. Earnings available for the stock for 
the four months were equal to $6.20 a share on the 150,000 shares 
outstanding. 

“Gross sales this year, it is estimated, will exceed $16,000,000, 
against approximately $12,000,000 in 1919, and $11,600,000 in 1918. 
Sales during July established a new high record in the history of 
the company, exceeding the average maintained during the first 
four months. 

“Orders for wrapping paper and paper bags continue in large 
volume, with no indication of a let-up. The usual slump in the 
summer months was not noticeable to any extent this year. 

“Earnings for the first six months would seem to indicate that 
the company is well able to maintain the $8 dividend on the in- 
creased amount of stock, by reason of the declaration of the 
stock dividend. 

“St. Maurice Paper Company, controlled by Union Bag, is 
also doing the largest business in its history. Of the $5,000,000 
original capital stock outstanding, the latter owned $3,750,000, or 
75 per cent. This amount was increased to $4,875,000 last spring, 
when the subsidiary declared a stock dividend of 30 per cent. 
An annual dividend of $8 a share is now being paid on the St. 
Maurice stock, and Union Bag thus receives $380,000 annually 
from this source, whereas prior to 1919 no revenue was received 
from the holdings of the subsidiary. 

“Tt is emphatically denied from official sources that the St. 
Maurice Paper Company is considering entering into any merger 
of Canadian paper companies. Montreal dispatches last week 
stated that the company was to be amalgamated with five other 
companies in the Dominion. 

“According to officials of the parent company, there has not 
been any discussion of a merger, nor has the company even been 
approached by Canadian interests on the subject. St. Maurice is 
a newsprint producting company and is benefiting considerably 
from the high prices prevailing for this commodity.”

tion. There will be a business meeting from 1.30 to 3 p. m., fol- 
lowed bv a tour of inspection through the plant of the Eastern 
Manufacturing Company, from 3 to 5 p. m. and a complimentary 
dinner from £ to 6.30 p. m. served by the company in the dining 
roor: connected with the service department. From 6.30 to 8.15 
p. m. the program provides for reading and discussion of papers 


by members of the association on matters relative to the pulp and 
paper industry. 

Dr. Brautlecht of the University of Maine will tell of the pur- 
pose and scope of the pulp and paper-making course at the Uni- 
versity. Hugh Hanson, head of the technical research de- 
partment of the Eastern Manufacturing Company, will present 
a paper on the use of cotton linters on paper making. There 
wiil also be an address on the use of the suction press roll in 
che making of book and fine writing papers. These topics 
and others relating to the industry will be thoroughly discussed. 
These wishing to take the western train will have ample time to 
make connections in Bangor, as the train does not leave until 9 
p. m. local time. All men interested in the pulp and paper in- 
dustry are invited to attend. 


To Establish Big Canadian Pulp Plant

Watertown, N. Y., August 30, 1920—Frank L. Moore, presi- 
dent and general manager of the Newton Falls Paper Company 
and a former president of the American Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciaticn, is associated with a group of American and Canadian 
capitalists in the establishment of a very large pulp manufactur- 
ing plant to be known as the Manotan Pulp & Paper, Limited. 
The product will be placed on the market as soon as the de- 
veloprnent is completed. 

The plant will be located on the St. Maurice river. A power 
plant will be built at Allard Falls developing 50,000 horsepower 
and extensive timber limits will be owned by the concern in the 
district. The plant will be developed immediately following the 
final completion of the organization. 

Among those interested in the project with Mr. Moore are: 
Thomas Frynes of the Continental Paper Bag Company of New 
York, an official and director in several paper companies in both 
Canada and the United States, and George R. Smith, M. P. P., 
manager of the Bell Asbestos Mines. 

Mr. Moore said today that there are no other paper manu- 
facturers in this district who are interested in the project.

The paper market has been remarkably firm for the past 
week. There has been no sharp break, neither have prices 
soared to any extent, although they have been consistently 
high. The easing up of the transportation system, while not 
revolutionary, has been decidedly felt by paper men and there 
is more satisfaction with the railroads throughout the industry 
than there has been in a long time. With the granting of a 
large loan to the railways and the advent of the new freight 
and passenger rates, it is thought that this problem is now 
well on the road to definite solution. Hand in hand with this, 
of course, goes the coal difficulty, but with the hopeful outlook 
for the carriers the manufacturers who need fuel are a good 
deal more cheerful. For some reason the shortage &f freight 
cars still remains acute in the South. This has been attributed 
variously to the movement of farm produce and melons during 
the summer and to the exodus of cars for the shipment of 
wheat and other cereals. The demand is heavy in all parts of 
the market, but more particularly in waste paper, where things 
have become so abnormal that certain grades which are ordi- 
narily quite low have jumped in value enough to bring them 
higher than some of the varieties that are ordinarily consid- 
ered to be more expensive. 

It is needless to say that news print is still in great demand 
and that at present there seems to be little hope of supplying 
the demand. Neither have there been any importations that 
would tend materially to relieve the situation. The mills are 
literally working night and day to try to catch up and a new 
customer who appears is very likely to go back empty-handed 
no matter what price he is able to offer. Manufacturers are 
not at all interested in new buyers, having all they can do 
to meet the demands of their regular trade. There is almost 
none of this material in the open market. 

The story is the same for book paper, although the shortage 
is not quite so acute as in the news print market. The mills, 
however, appear to be well enough stocked up with orders to 
cause them to show very little interest in buyers. In fact, the 
only selling argument that it is necessary to use seems to be, 
“Take it or leave it,’ no matter how high a price is asked. 
And the buyer usually takes it, when there is any on hand. 
Some book paper has been filtering into the spot market from 
somewhere during the past week, but it has been snapped up 
as soon as it made its appearance. The price has remained 
consistently high. 

Tissue is also in great demand with a supply that seems to 
be just about capable of taking care of it. There have been 
no very large quantities of this stock in the open market, but 
there have been a number of sales in spot goods during the 
past week. Prices are consistently high and contracts given 
out generally stipulate that the price shall be that prevailing at time 
of shipment. This, however, is quite generally true throughout 
the entire industry. 

The great difficulty in the board market seems to be the 
inability of the mills to procure raw materials. There is much 
interest shown in this field and prices remain just about level. 
The manufacturers are experiencing a good deal of difficulty in 
keeping up with the demand. Shipments are reported as 
greatly improved, both in shortness of time en route and con- 
dition of goods at time of arrival. 


Mechanical Pulp 


The sudden lassitude which buyers began to exhibit in this 
market a week'or two ago seems to be disappearing. For a 
time it looked as though buyers had given up mechanical pulp 


as hopelessly high and had decided to sit tight for a drop im 
price. Now, however, things are a little bit livelier, although 
not enough so to cause the price to jump. The stock is now 
quoted around $130 per ton. 


* Chemical Pulp 

It has been reported that fecent importations of this stock 
from a foreign country are due to cause a break in sulphite. 
Whether this is true or not time will show, but at present 
nothing of the kind appears to be happening, although there 
has been’a small drop in most of the chemical pulps, but this 
has been attributed to the usual summer lull in business and 
to the fact that some of the buyers have been holding for 
lower prices. 


Domestic and Foreign Rags 

The rag market, which has been fairly quiet all summer, is 
showing signs of considerable activity. The demand is very 
good, and while the supply is, on the whole, capable of meet- 
ing it, still some grades are fairly scarce. New rags and roof- 
ing stock are both looking better and although the price is 
holding fairly firm, a general rise is expected when business 
livens up around the first of October. 


Old Rope and Bagging 

Old rope and bagging have been practically dead for the 
past month, if one compares this field with the extraordinary 
activity in other parts of the industry. At present. prices are 
holding pretty firm, but it is not expected that the level con- 
dition of this market will pertain much longer. The mills have 
not been buying for some time now in any appreciable quan- 
tities and dealers believe that they will need a new supply of 
old rope and bagging in the near future. 


Waste Paper 
The waste paper market has been showing excessive activity 
during the past week. Prices on almost all grades have gone 
up, owing to the very great demand. Buying is brisk and is 
expected to be even more lively by next week. 


Twine 
Twine has remained practically the same for the past six 
weeks, but a change is expected before the month is out. The 


demand is great enough to keep things on the move, but the 
manufacturers are not under any great pressure to fill it.

surplus mercury chloride no free muriatic acid is formed, but the 
corresponding amount of chloride calcium instead. In my experi- 
ments, in which I used a variety of proportional amounts of lime 
and sulphurous acid, I could not in one single case prove the 
presence of neutral calcium sulphite, as long as there was present 
enough sulphurous acid theoretically to convert the amount of lime 
applied into bisulphite. In practical work the situation is such as 
invariably to apply those presuppositions. For in our work we 
always have a considerable surplus of acid to contend with.

Office of the Paper Trape Journat, 
New York, August 31, 1920. 

ALU M—The alum market appears to be holding very firm, since 
there has been no change for three or four weeks now. There 
is still a large demand and a supply, which at best can fill only 
about four-fifths of it. The factories are filled with orders and it 
is a difficult matter for small buyers to obtain any of this ma- 
terial even at a very attractive price. The price is 4.50@5.50 cents 
for lump, 4.62@5.75 cents for ground and 5@6 cents for the 
powdered. 


BLANC FIXE—This commodity still continues to be a very 
scarce article. There is none to be found in the open market and 
the manufacturers are not interested in new buyers. The price 
is now quoted at $90@100 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER—There is still some difficulty experi- 
enced by the manufacturers in getting proper containers for the 
shipment of bleaching powder, but transportation itself is greatly 
improved. There is very little to be had, however, and this 
serves to keep to price well up around 7.50 cents. 


BRIMSTONE—The demand for Brimstone is just about equal 
‘to the supply and while there is not over-much of the stock on the 
open market still it is possible to procure spot sales. The price 
is in the neighborhood of $16 at the mines. 

CASEIN—The improvement of - ocean-going freight has 
rendered the situation in this market slightly less strained, but 
there is by no means any general easing up. The Argentine supply 
‘has been quite materially decreased so that there is little chance 
of any relief for some months. It is the general opinion among 
dealers that there will be a shortage all through as coming sea- 
son. The price is from $15@15.50. 

CAUSTIC SODA—It is a very difficult matter to procure 
caustic soda now at any price and with the mills overtaxed and 
numerous labor troubles the outlook for immediate relief is 
dark. Prices are approximately $6.50. 

CHINA CLAY—A shortage of cars and the apathy of labor- 
ers in the South toward work makes the china clay situation look 
as though the demand would continue to be far in excess of the 
supply, in spite of the somewhat greater ease with which freight 
is being moved these days. The prices are as follows: Domestic, 
unwashed $9@12, washed $13@15; imported, $19@25 on the basis 
of large shipments. 

ROSIN—Rosin has taken a slight drop during the past week. 
Contrary to conditions a month ago coastwise shipping has im- 
proved a great deal and most of this stock is coming directly to 
New York. The price on E, F and G is now $15.25. 

SODA ASH—Soda ash is in great demand but it is an elusive 
article for buyers to discover and the price, when any of it is 
found, is high enough to keep the small buyer out of the game. 

STARCH—Starch seems to have gone down a little more in 
price owing to a slight falling off in demand. It is much easier 
now to ship this product and so many lots which have been long 
delayed en route are arriving and have been for the past week. 
Ninety fluidity machine packed in bags is quoted at $6.02 and in 
barrels at $6.63. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA—The supply of this seems to be 
quite limited while the demand is very strong. The general easing 
up of the shipping situation has not made things much easier in 
this field. The price is quoted at about 5@5.50 cents on carload 
lots. 

TALC—Talc is due to rise in the near future unless something 
happens in the near future to make things a little easier. There 
are large accumulations of this stock at the works and it seems 
well nigh impossible to get enough cars to take it away. The price 
is sfill in the neighborhood of $18@20 per ton f. 0. b. works.

ALU M—The alum market appears to be holding very firm, since 
there has been no change for three or four weeks now. There 
is still a.large demand and a supply, which at best can fill only 
about four-fifths of it. The factories are filled with orders and it 
is a difficult matter for small buyers to obtain any of this ma- 
terial even at a very attractive price. The price is 4.50@5.50 cents 
for lump, 4.62@5.75 cents for ground and 5@6 cents for the 
powdered. 


BLANC FIXE—This commodity still continues to be a very 
scarce article. There is none to be found in the open market and 
the manufacturers are not interested in new buyers. The price 
is now quoted at $90@100 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER—There is still some difficulty experi- 
enced by the manufacturers in getting proper containers for the 
shipment of bleaching powder, but transportation itself is greatly 
improved. There is very little to be had, however, and this 
serves to keep to price well up around 7.50 cents. 

BRIMSTONE—The demand for Brimstone is just about equal 
‘to the supply and while there is not over-much of the stock on the 
open market still it is possible to procure spot sales. The price 
is in the neighborhood of $16 at the mines. 

CASEIN—The improvement of. ocean-going freight has 
rendered the situation in this market slightly less strained, but 
there is by no means any general easing up. The Argentine supply 
‘has been quite materially. decreased so that there is little chance 
of any relief for some months. It is the general opinion among 
dealers that there will be a shortage all through the coming sea- 
son. The price is from $15@15.50. 

CAUSTIC SODA—It is a very difficult matter to procure 
caustic soda now at any price and with the mills overtaxed and 
numerous labor troubles the outlook for immediate relief is 
dark. Prices are approximately $6.50. 

CHINA CLAY—A shortage of cars and the apathy of labor- 
ers in the South toward work makes the china clay situation look 
as though the demand would continue to be far in excess of the 
supply, in spite of the somewhat greater ease with which freight 
is being moved these days. The prices are as follows: Domestic, 
unwashed $9@12, washed $13@15; imported, $19@25 on the basis 
of large shipments. 

ROSIN—Rosin has taken a slight drop during the past week. 
Contrary to conditions a month ago coastwise shipping has im- 
proved a great deal and most of this stock is coming directly to 
New York. The price on E, F and Gis now $15.25. 

SODA ASH—Soda ash is in great demand but it is an elusive 
article for buyers to discover and the price, when any of it is 
found, is high enough to keep the small buyer out of the game. 

STARCH—Starch seems to have gone down a little more in 
price owing to a slight falling off in demand., It is much easier 
now to ship this product and so many lots which have been long 
delayed en route are arriving and have been for the past week. 
Ninety fluidity machine packed in bags is quoted at $6.02 and in 
barrels at $6.63. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA—The supply of this seems to be 

, quite limited while the demand is very strong. The general easing 
up of the shipping situation has not made things much easier in 
this field. The price is quoted at about 5@5.50 cents on carload 
lots. 


TALC—Talc is due to rise in the near future unless something 
happens in the near future to make things a little easier. There 
are large accumulations of this stock at the works and it seems 
well nigh impossible to get enough cars to take it away. The price 
is sfill in the neighborhood of $18@20 per ton f. 0. b. works.
